Before a crowd of over 44,500, 
Hapoel Tel Aviv were beaten by 
Arsenal, 6-1 (half4ime score 3-0), 
at Highbury on Wednesday evening. 
The game started at 7.30 by 
floodlight—the first time that an 
important match of this kind had been 
played under such conditions in Eng- 
land. For the first time, too, in the 
history of British soccer the kick-off 
was preceded by the playing of 
Hatikvah. During the interval the 
band played the march “ Israel,” com- 
posed by Mr. Philip Silvester. 

The two teams appeared on the ficid 
together—Hapoe! in blue shirts 
white shorts, Arsenal in red and white 
colours—and were given a tremendous 
welcome by an excried .and expectant 
crowd

The 
Metropolitan Police Central Band then 
played the National Anthems of Israc! 
and.Great and a minute later 
the referee, Mr. L. A. M. Mackay (Ful- 
ham), stamted the game. The artificial 
lighting proved a great success, and there 
was no difficulty in following the white 
ball. 

Hapoel kicked off, and the outstanding 
characteristics of this match became 
obvious. from the very beginning. The 
Israelis were nervous, and much slower 
than their opponents, whose different style

While much progress has been made in alleviating the plight of 
thousands of poverty-stricken Jewish families in the Moslem world, the 
security of the 500,000 Jews in North Africa is threatened by the growing 
Arab nationalism in that area, it was reported here this week at the annual 
conference of country directors of the American Joint Distribution 


Committee. 


Mme Helen Cazes Benator, the delegate from North Africa, said 
that the Jews in Libya, Morocco, Tunisia, and Algeria were menaced by 


the various Arab movements for political independence. 


She asserted

BAN ON NON-KASHER 
MEAT URGED 


Rabbis Meet Ben-Gurion

JERUSALEM 

resolution on the Israeli 
Government to halt all further imports 
of non-kasher meat and to distribute to 
non-Jews such non-kasher meat as was 
in the country, was adopted at a con- 
ference of 400 rabbis from all paris of 
Israel which met here on Monday under 
the chairmanship of Chief Rabbis Isaac 
Herzog and Benzion Uziel. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion later received a delega- 
tion of rabbis who presented him with the 
resolution.

At the same time, in the Knesset, Mr. 
Lavon, the Food Minister, was strongly

could not eat non-kasher meat. 

The debate turned specifically on the 
million tins of non-kasher Mexican meat 
which arrived here a fortnight ago.

ZURICH 

Because of the decision of the French 
authorities to ban the export of meat and 
livestock, Swiss Jews are finding it diffi- 
cult to obtain a regular supply of kasher 
meat. 

The matter was discussed at a meeting 
here recently of the Supply Committee of 
the Union of Swiss Jewish Communities. 
and proposals for securing such meat from 
other sources were considered. It is 
expected that the price of kasher meat 
will be increased.

There were three main reasons for 
North African Jewry’s present insecurity, 
she added. First, Arab hostility against 
the Jews had been encouraged by the Arab 
League and had increased since the Arab- 
Jewish fighting in Isracl; secondly, full 
independence would be granted to Libya 
this year, and Libyan Jews feared that 
Arab tribal chiefs might assume control 
of the Government ; and thirdly, the stand 
taken by the Persian Government against 
foreign elements had given new confidence 
and unity to Arab nationalist efforts in 
other lands. She urged that Israel should 
provide emigration opportunities for 
increased numbers of North African Jews. 

At the opening session it was reported 
that the Jews of Western Europe (exclud- 
ing Britain) faced serious hardship during 
the coming year despite their courageous 

st-war efforts to re-establish themselves. 
Mr M. Beckelman, the European Direc- 
tor, said that, because of insufficient funds 
received from the United Jewish Appeal, 
the “ Joint ” would have to cut its budget 
in Western Europe to meet pressing needs 
in North Africa, the Middle East, and 
Israel. 


GERMAN CAMPAIGN FOR 
PEACE WITH ISRAEL 


Federal President’s Support

MUNICH 


The Federal West German Presideni, 
Professor Heuss, in a letter to Herr Erich 
Lith. Director of the Hamburg Intorma- 
tion Office and imitiator of the “ Peace 
with Israel campaign, expressed 
approval of the latter's recent appeal. 

Herr Lith has publicly recommended 
that Germany. on account of the atroci- 
ties and crimes committed against the 
Jews, should ask the State of Israel for 
peace. 


PARIS PEACE 
TALKS 


Little Progress 


Paris 
Little headway has been made in the 
conference convened here by the 
United Nations Palestine Conciliation 
Commission and aimed at a settlement 
of outstanding problems in the Middle 
East. 


When the conference was formally 
opened last week—the Commission met 
the Isracli and Arab delegations separ- 
ately becausé of the Arab refusal to sit 
with the Israclis—the Chairman of the 
Commission, Mr. Ely Palmer (U.S.A.) 
handed to the Arabs a five-point pro- 
posal. The Israclis refused to accept the 
plan because of lack of mstructions from 
Tel Aviv. The Arab spokesman, Ahmed 
Bey Shukairy (Syria), has, it is learned. 
given an assurance to the Commission 
that the Arab States would respect the 
Armistice Agreements. He is also said 
to have maintained that the economic 
security of Israel, mentioned by Mr. 
Palmer in relation to the refugee question, 
“is not our business.” 


Refugee Problem 


Although the Commission's proposals 
have not yet been made public, they are 
understood to deal in general terms with 
such problems as refugees, boundary and 
demarcation lines, and adjustments of 
armistice agreements. 

The Commission is said to be deter- 
mined to continue the efforts to reach a 
settlement of outstanding problems on he 
basis of its proposals, regardless of Israel's 
reaction to the plan. And the Commission 
is confident that the conference will 
achieve satisfactory results. 

While definite instructions from Israel] 
are awaited, Mr. Maurice Fischer, the 
leader of the Israeli delegation, has 
accused the Arabs of trying to defeat the 
efforts of the Commission.—<J.C. Corres- 
pondent and Rewier) 


NEW INSTRUCTIONS SENT

JERUSALEM 

The Israch Cabinet this week sent new 
instructions to the Isracli delegation. 
Official quarters here, while maintaining 
a discreet silence on the terms of the 
instructions, do not hide their scepticism 
in regard to the possibility of the peace 
negotiations ending successfully unless 
there are direct talks between Jews and 
Arabs in Paris. 

An Israel; spokesman said on Wednes- 
day that the best way in which the Com- 
mission could further the cause of peace 
and stability was by siraining all is 
efforts and influence towards bringing 
israel together with each of the Arab 
States. 

It is learned here that one of the 
objects of the Commission is to extract 
concessions from Israel, particularly over 
the return of Arab refugees—the figure 
of .200,000 has been frequently men- 
tioned. A strong feeling prevails that 
the Commission has been mancuvred 
into a position where it is acting as the 
mouthpiece for Arab demands. 


ISRAELI CABINET CRISIS REACHES CLIMAX

JERUSALEM 

Israel's seven-week-old Government 
crisis reached its climax this week. Public 
irritation with the politicians has grown 
so strong that a decisive development is 
bound to materialise any day, if not any 
hour. 

While the national economy runs a 
dangerous fever, the poliical partics 
are unable to agree what course of 
treapmenm Should be given. The 
extreme Left-wing. Mapam, fearing an 
early world war a believing that 
Mapai's friendliness with the West may 
compromise Israel's future survival, has 
definitely rejected Mr. Ben-Gurion’s out- 
sretcched hand. | 

The General Zionists are demanding 
four portfolios, including Finance and 
also Trade and Industry, and are generally 
insisting on a policy which would leave 
no room for the application of. the 
ideology of Mapai, which, after all, is 


the biggest party. The religious parties 
proclaim religion alone-—more 
specifically the exempiion of Orthodox 


women from National Service and the 
creation of separaic religious uats in 


the Army-—is. calculated to save the 
patient. 
While the impasse endures, the 


vigorous and consistent action which the 
situation so urgently requires Cannot even 
be atempted. Many high Civil Servants 
si uneasi'v in their chairs, from which 
they may be tipped if the composition 
of the future Government differs 
radically from the present “ caretaker ” 
one. The Jerusalem Municipal Council, 
in the throes of its own Coalition crisis, 
is awaiting the formation of a new 
Government before attempting to settle 
ns own affairs. The Jewish Agency is 
also holding up the distribution of port- 
folios among its Executive members until 
Isracl has a new Cabinet, 


The independent daily, Haaretz, on 


Wednesday suggested a round4able con- 
ference of all parties, instead of the 
series of lateral negotiations which Mr. 
Ben-Gurion been conducting 
hitherto with the leaders of other groups. 
Another proposal gaining ground in the 
Hebrew press is that the existing care- 


taker Government should present itself 
io the Knesset for reinstatement, In fact, 
there is a great abundance of ideas, but 
the selection of one definite solution can- 
not be much longer delayed without grave 
repercussions on the country’s welfare. 

To tide. over the Israeli administration 
untit! the formation of a new Govern- 
mem, the Finance Minster, Mr. Kaplan, 
on Tuesday introduced a three-months’ 
budget of 1£27,440,000 for the period 
ending December 31. 

Revenue during the first five months 
of the current fiscal year, he stated, had 
increased by about 70 per cent over the 
same period last year. A substantial 

rt this mcrease was accounted for 
by income jax—a fact which strikingly 
illustrates the unusual character of 
Israel's economic crisis. 

On the one hand there is full employ- 
mem, but, on the other hand, ae 
inability to match essential imports by 
exports, and the Israeli pound’s lack of 
recognition as imernational currency, are 
causing desperate commodity shortages, 
which in (urn are encouraging inflation, 
said Mr. Kaplan. 


TRIBUTE TO SIR 
KNOX HELM 


Anglo-Israeli Club 
Dinner

Britain's policy of reconciliation 
towards Israel was based on instruc- 
tions given -by the late Foreign 
Secretary, Mr. Ernest Bevin, to Sir 
Alexander Knox Helm, on the eve of 
Sir Knox's departure for Tel Aviv in 
May, 1949. Mr. Bevin had told him 
that the past was gone and that the 
Israelis should be judged on their 
merits. This was disclosed by Sir 
Knox, retiring British Minister to 
Israel, at a dinner given in his honour 
by the Anglo-Israeli Club, Great 
Windmill Street, London, on Tuesday. 
The Israeli Minister in Britain, Mr. E. 
Elath, Viscount Samuel, and the Hon. 
Ewen E. S. Montagu, C.B.E., K.C., 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, were the other speakers. Mr. 
F. Ashe Lincoln, K.C., Chairman of 
the Club, presided. 

Sir Knox expressed his conviction that 
a peace setilement in the Middle East 
would finally be reached. The goal 
which British policy had set itself in that 
area, he said, was not “Jew or Arab,” 
but “ Jew and Arab.” 


Anxious Days 


Anglo-Israeli_ relations had changed 

since the opening of the British Legation 
in Tel Aviv, in May,. 1949, he said. 
Relations then were under the cloud of 
evems of the preceding years, and he 
confessed to being a littl anxious about 
what might lic ahead. He was, however. 
fortified by two things: first, he had 
arrived to take up his new post without 
any preconceived ideas; and, secondly, 
Mr. Bevin had given him instructions 
before his departure for Tel Aviv. The 
then Foreign Secretary had told him: 
“ Take @he Israelis as you find them, 
treat them on their own merits. The 
past is of no concern, and the less said 
about m the better. My concern is the 
presemt, and the future.” Those words, 
said Sir Knox, had guided him through- 
out his mission. 
the. beginning, Sir Knox con- 
tmnued, everyone in Israel had tried to 
be friendly, and there had been a general - 
desire for, and realisation of, the recip- 
rocal interests of the two countries, With 
mutual good will the difficukies had been 
overcome, and to-day Anglo-Israeli rela- 
tions were on a satisfactory basis.

Mr. Elath conveyed greetings to the 
guests of honour from. Mr. Moshe 
Sharet, the Israeli Foreign Minister, who 
regretted not being able to be present. 
He also paid a tribute to Lady Knox 
Heim, who, he said, had done so much 
to create a better understanding between 
the two countries. 

Viscount Samuel said that the British 
Minster in Israe! and his wife had exer- 
cised an extraordinary influence on 
events and had greatly contribuied to the 
vastly improved Anglo-Isracli relations.

Serenity of Mind 


MONG the greatest spiritual needs 
of mankind to-day is serenity df 
mind. This is a restless age. 

Let us, however, not lament the fact. 
The world progresses through — 
and dissatisfaction. To be sati 
with things as they are is not the way 
of progress. The serene mind is not 
the one that sits back and lets the 
world go by. Tranquillity is attained 
by contrast. It must be fought for 
and gained only after struggle and 
suffering. 

Now it is just because we live in a 
restless age which faces so many 
unsolved problems that we need that 
calm a unruffled temper which 
nothing can disturb. This certainly 
does not mean that we should shun 
the problems and shut ourselves away 
from the tragedies, the uncertainties, 
and the strifes. But it does mean that 
we should and can so train ourselves 
that they cannot touch that inner 
calm, that solid faith, that conviction 
of the ultimate triumph of good over 
evil, which is the real serenity of 
mind. This is what Isaiah meant 
when he said: “ In quietness and con- 
fidence shall be your strength” 
(xxx, 15). The same thou occurs 
in that striking description of the 
Jewish woman in Proverbs: 
“Strength and dignity are her cloth- 
ing ; and she laugheth at the time to 
come ™ (xxxi, 25). She has done her 
duty. She has made provision. She 
can face all dangers with a calm spirit. 


ERE have been many who have 
sought and found the serene mind 
by removing themselves altogether 
from the worldly life. Sometimes it 
appears an attractive prospect. But 
the Jew must know that it is a false 
In any case, it 
is forbidden him, for his plac® is in 
the world, not apart from it. 
True serenity of mind is one of the 
unfailing consequences of real faith— 


and most particularly of Jewigh faith. 
it is one of the tests by which we 
can, and should, judge the truce 


influence of religion. The Psalmist put 
this clearly: “ The Lord is my light 
and my salvation ; whom shall | fear ? 

. Though a host should encamp 
against me, my heart shall not fear” 
(xxvii, 1-3). In other words, what- 
ever happens: “Resign thyself unto 
the Lord and wait patiently for Him.” 
Nothing less can ensure that quietness 
and confidence which alone is our 
strength. We do not have to be philo- 
sophers or mystics to find and to keep 
this serenity of mind, amid tragedy, 
perplexity, and uncertainty. It can 
be found and kept by us ordinary 
folk. But not without real and abiding 
faith-—-faith in the purposes of God, 
faith in the triumph of the good, the 
beautiful, and the true. 

To keep a little bit of one’s mind 
and soul above the cares and anxieties 
of ordinary life, to have something in 
us which lives in the pure air, that 
cannot be touched by anything that 
happens to us, to feel, in the very 
midst of greed, selfishness, turmoil, 
noise, and the strife of tongues, the 
presence of the changeless and the 
eternal which nothing in this world 
can destroyv—that is to find serenity 
of mind. To be able to realise this 
is to gain added stature, to put the 
events of the world in their proper 
perspective, to acquire the power of 
situations without 
haste or noise, without arrogance or 
irritation, to distinguish those that do 
truly matter from those that are of 
little account. 


HE fact that this tranquillity of 

mind is so noticeable in the great 
fighters and leaders of mankind does 
not mean that it can be gained only 
by the few. It means that most of 
us are not prepared to discipline our- 
selves or to bother about trying to 
acquire the Psalmists’ faith that lifted 
them up upon a rock. There is some- 
thing behind, something that in the 
face of all trials and problems, sup- 
ports and strengthens and points the 
way, a bulwark against any storms 
that may arise. 

When the world presses hard upon 
us, when events challenge our faith 
and seek to overwhelm it, it may 
prove to be the Great Physician's 
medicine for all troubled souls to hold 
fast to the perfect faith expressed in 
those final words of our Adon Olam:

CHALLENGE OF THE 
23rd CONGRESS 


Impact on British Zionists 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“The 23rd Zionist Congress will be 
judged by its results. Its impact on 
the Movement will depend on the 
determination of the delegates to 
implement its decisions,” Dr. S. Leven- 
berg,.of the Jewish Agency, told me 
in an interview, on his return here this 
week from Jerusalem. 

Dr. Levenberg said that the situation 
after the Congress was a challenge in 
particular to British Zioniss. The British 
delegation had been held in high esteem, 
and both Mr. Ben-Gurion and Mr. 
Sharett ‘had gone out of their way to 

raise the work and the aiditude of 
British Jewry. The Congress had paid 
tribute to the Board of Deputies and 
its work for Israel. 

There was grave danger in some of the 
exaugeerated reports of the differences 
between a section of the American 
Zionims and other delegates, mainly the 
Israchs, Dr. Levenberg continucd To 
state thac the Israchs considered all Jews 
outside Isracl as exiles was no less a 
misrepresentation than to. assert that 
American Ziomsts were opposed to alya 
from the U.S.A. Even the most cautious 
secuion of the American Zionists had 
agreed to individual aliya, although they 
had urged a different approach The 
whole debate had been of a philosophical 
and educational nature and had had no 
political moplications. 


State and Galut 


It had been clear to the Congress that 
Jews outside Isracl were loyal citizens 
of their own countries and could accept 
no responsibility for the policy of the 
State of Isracl. Jews in other countries 
were, of course, entitled to have their 
Own opinions and tO their views 
on tsracli polimy, but those  opimons 
cou'd have merely moral value. 

Great play had been made of the 
aleged rejection of the Jerusalem pro- 
gramme Although the Congress had 
failed technically to adopt that pro- 
gramme, rs principles had in fact been 
agreed“ upon by all parties, except the 
Cherut. 

Ihe Co-ordinating 
Government and the Jewish Agency 
would continue. Congress had shown 
that the principle of Halrada (division 
of functions) as between Governmem and 
Agency had become obsolcic. The 
already existing partnership between 
ihe Government and the Agency. had been 
demonstrated by the: election of a 
Cabinet Minister, Mrs. Golda Meyerson, 
as a member of the Congress Presidium, 
the election of the Speaker of ihe 
Knesset, Mr, Joseph Sprinzak, as a mem- 
ber of the Actions Commiutice, and the 
fact that Coneress had been addressed 
Foreign Minister, Mr. Mosh

Policy of Non-Interference 


The Jewish Agency would expand its 
Depariment for External Affairs, and 
Aomsts. would be encouraged to 
sirengthen Jewish communal life every- 
where That did not mean that the 
Agency.imended to interfere in any way 
in the internal affairs of Jews outside 
Israel. 

Asked about the failure of Congress 
to adopt the British proposal for the 
establishment of a European branch of 
the Executive, Dr. Levenberg said there 
had not been sufficient time to enlighten 
all the parties on the importance of the 
proposal. - However, the Agency office 
in Britain would expand its activiiies and 
the Paris office would be reorganised. 

Dr. Levenberg said he had heard onlv- 
praise from all sides in Israc! for the 
immigrants from Britain. They were 
recognised as * splendid human 
material,” and there was a call for more 
British mmmigrants, especially experts. 

THe JewrsH Cyronicie, he said. was 
extremely popular in Israel.

EAST EUROPEAN 


JEWRY’S FUTURE 


By A. HARKAVI 


HIS New Year will find Jewry 
divided into two distinct camps— 
East and West. Throughout 
history Jews were united in faith and 
hope. Above all, they were united by 
the principle of Kol Yisrael Chaverim 
which, like the pillar of fire, lit even 
their darkest hours. This pillar of fire 
has been completely extinguished in the 
st 12 months—-extinguished by Stalin. 
© real contact has been permitted 
between the Jews in the Soviet Union 
and those in the free world outside. 

All attempts to establish the number 
of Jews in Russia have failed. But 
the truth probably is that there are 
to-day anything between two and three 
million Jews in the Soviet Union, one- 
sixth of them in Moscow and the rest 
dispersed throughout the vast terri- 
tories of the Soviet Republic. To all 
of them, the past year was one in 
which the Iron Curtain separating 
them from their brethren in the West 
has been made even more impene- 
trable than before. 

Russia still maintains all kinds of 
relationships diplomatic, economic, 
financial, cultural, and even social- 
with the outside world, but Russian 
Jews are not allowed to maintam con- 
tact with Jews in the West. With the 
exception of one or two occasional 
messages of a purely propaganda 
nature, such as the one sent recently 
by the Rabbi of Moscow, Shloime 
Schliefer, to Jews in Britain, no direct 
contact is permitted. Even worse is 
the fact that the Jews in the Soviet 
Union no longer form 
entity, such as other national minori- 
ties in Russia have been able to main- 
tain. 


Decline of Biro-Bidjan 


The Jews of Moscow have little. if 
any, contact with the Jews in Biro- 
Bidjan, a region which in the past year 
has almost ceased to be regarded as 
purely Jewish, and which has lost all 
its original importance and meaning 
for Russian Jewry. Dispersed and 
isolated, unable to take advantage of 
Israel's rebirth, Russian Jewry has 
been made ready for final assimilation. 

What made the past year particu- 
larly sad for Russian Jews was the fact 
that they were not even allowed to 
establish contact wih the Jews in the 
satellite countoes, from whom they 
were separated by a specially made 
curtain designed and maintained by the 
Communist Party with the aid of 
Jewish Communists who, in all the 
satellite countries, have now assumed 
the management and control of Jewish 
affairs. in this respect, the past 12 
months have brought a revolutionary 
change for the worse. Not only have 
the old Jewish communities come 
under ruthless Communist domination, 
but the young Jewish generation is 
being subjected to the merciless pro- 
cess of political and Marxist indoctri- 
nation designed to estrange it from 
Jewish tradition as well as Jewish 
religion. In Poland, Hungary, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Rumania, and Bulgaria. 
Jewish children have to study not the 
Bible nor the Talmud, but the history 
of the Bolshevik Party, and pay 
homage to and worship Stalin, Lenin. 
and other revolutionary leaders. 

Jewish institutions in all these sate!- 
lite countries have undergone most 
radical changes. Those which formerly 
brought aid from Western Jewry, such 
as the American Joint Distribution 
Committee, the Ort, or the Ose, have 


. been forced to end their activities in 


a cohesive . 


Eastern Europe. In some cases, those 
associated with these organisations 
were arrested and treated as foreign 
agents. Thus the 500,000 Jews in the 
satellite countries were, during the 
past year, cut off from contact with 
Jews in the free countries. 

Jewish emigration to Israel from 
these countries severely 
restricted. Emigration from Czecho- 
slovakia, and, in recent months, from 
Poland, has almost ceased, Only fou, 
Jews were allowed to leave the Sovic; 
Union for Israel in the past year 
From Bulgaria, fewer than 100 were 
ermitted to depart. In the case of 
Runeaty and Rumania, after many 
appeals and much delay, sever! 
thousand were granted exit permi:. 
and are now in Israel. But in all these 
countries, last year brought severe 
attacks on Zionism and =§Israc! 
Zionism has become’ a crime which. 
in Rumania and Hungary, has actually 
resulted in the imprisonment of prom:- 
nent leaders, often without trial.

Obituary 
MR. ARTHUR SZYK 


Cartoonist, [lluminator, 
and Miniaturist 


The death of Mr. Arthur Szyk, whose 
work as Ulumimator and cartoonist was 
known on both sides of the Atlantic, 
oceurred last week at his home in New 
Canaan, Connecticut, at the age of 57. 

Arthur Szyk was born in Lodz, Poland, 
and began painting at the age of four. 
His art studies took him to Cracow, 
Paris, and the Orient, and he acquired 
a versatiiaty as a miniaturist, illuminator 
of manuscripts, and cartoonist. In 1930 
he was awarded the Palms by the French 
Ministry of Art. He ilistrated “ The 
Last Dave of Shylock,” by Ludwig 
Lewisoha, and .the Book of Esiher. In 
1931 he produced a work which greatly 
‘nereased his reputation: the Statute of 
Kalisz, an Hluminated manuscript of the 
rights granted to the Jews by Boleslaw 
ihe Pious,.Grand Duke of Poland, in 
1164, which he executed for the Polish 
Crovermmenti as a gift to che Hebrew Uni- 
versdy Of Jerusalem, and for which he 
was awarded the Golden Cross of Merit 
by the Polish Government. Another 
work of his, “ Washington and his 
wnes,”’ 38 miniatures, was 
presented by the Polish Government to 
the Presidem of the United States and 
is now at the Whate House. 

One of Arthur Szyk's finest achieve- 
memts was the Hagada he produced in 
1941, in collaboration with 
Roth, which’ was published in Lon- 
don by the Beaconsfield Press, at the 
price of 100 guineas. 

la was in England that the artist began 
to draw a serws of scathing war carloons 
(which he continued on going to live in 
America) expressing his abhorrence of 
Nazism. Other cartoons he drew at this 
time encouraged militam Jewish opposi- 
tion to the German enemy. “ The Jews 
must ficht as a nation if they: are to sur- 
vive aS nation, he said. Zionists 
must be more militant, because no nation 
has ever attained its liberty exccpt 
through blood and strugg’c.” 

Mr. Szyk’s work on Bibhea! and other 
subjects are to be found in the libraries 
and museums of many countries. In the 
United States he contributed cartoons to 
a number of newspapers and magazines. 


Brilliant Craftsmanship 


Dr. J. Maitriis writes: “ Arthur Szyk 
was not only a great illuminator with a 
hold conception, an art unique among 
Jewish artists which he brought to pertec- 
won through brilhant craftsmanship and 
ah artistic qualities, but he was also a 
cartoonist of high standing, a fact which 
made him so popular and successful in 
the United States. The diversity of 
Biblical themes captivated his imagina- 
tion, and he seemed to be working on 
them all his life. 

| well remember. him, at his home 
in New Canaan, Connecticut, showing 
me round, in a mood of delight and 
gratitude, some of his latest works and 
creations, in the main Biblical per- 
sonages. rich in colour, and cxquisite in 
execution. Problems of the Jewish past 
from literature and history fascinated 
him from his early youth. He was a Jew 
sui generis: honest and gencrous. a truc 
humanitarian with an unbounded devo- 
tion to his people. He was particularly 
roud of being a son of Polish Jews, and. 

took a very active part in the hfe and 
struggic of Polish Jewry. Ad the begin- 
ning of the last war, during the Nazi 
occupation of Poland, he.became Presi- 
dem of the Association of Polish Jews 
which was formed in Great Britain, and of 
which I was Secretary. The tragedy of 
Polish Jews stirred him to the depths of 
his soul, and he tried to give an answer 
to the barbarities of the Nazis in his own 
way by an exhibition he arranged in Lon- 
don early in 1940 of his Nlustrations and 
cartoons, under the heading * War and 
“ Kultur in Poland.” 


CAPT. SOLOMON DAVIS, M.C. 


Captain Solomon Davis, whose death 
occurred in London last week, was one 
of the founder-members of the Trades 
Advisory Council and was its Treasurer 
for many years. He also represented the 
Council for a time on the Board of 


hes. 

In the 1914-18 war he served in 
Gallipoli, France, and Belgium and 
was awarded the Miltary Cross at Pas- 
schendacle “for conspicuous gallamry 
and devotion to duty when in command 
of his company when in an attack.” 

During the last war Captain Davis was 
one of the organisers of the Services’ 
Club at the West. London Synagogue, 
Upper Berkeley Street. He served as a 
Post Warden during the air raids on Lon- 
don, and his health suffcred as a result 
of his experiences. He was active also 
on behall of the refugee movement. 

A memorial service was held at the 
West London Synagogue on Sunday. 


MR. M. ROSE 


Mr. Max Rose. who was known as 
the South African “ ostrich king.” died 
recemly at the age of 77 at Oudtshoorn. 
He was South Africa's chief osirich 
farmer. 


MR. V. SHULMAN 


Mr. Victor Shulman, a leading figure 
in the Jewish Socialiss Bund in Poland. 
died near Toronto recently, at the age 
of 75. Mr. Shulman, who was born in 
Vilkomir, Lithuania, joined the Jewish 
revolutionary movement in Tsarist Russia 
in his youth. Later he was exiled to 
Siberia, whence he escaped abroad. 
In 1915 he went to live in Warsaw. and 
there became managing editor of the 
Jewish Socialist daily newspaper, VoLks- 
ZEITUNG. During the Nazi invasion of 
Poland he escaped to Lithuania, and in 
1940 reached the United States. 


DR. MOSES BEN-MOSCHE, who 
died recently in New York in his 67th 
year, was born in London. He was a 
noted surecon and writer, and he had 
worked in medical research laboratories 
in South Africa and the U.S.A, 


MR... A. M. GORDON, who died 
recemtly in London, at the age of 85, was 
a fespected figure in the iextle trade. He 
was one of the oldest members of the 
Machzike Hadath Synagogue. and (took 
a promiment part in many other Ortho- 
dox movements 


THE LATE MR, JOSEPH JOSEPH 


Sir Leon Simon, C.B., writes: “ The 
late Mr. Joseph Joseph left his native 
England as a young man for South 
Afrea, and it was there that his most 
active years were spent. As far back as 
1896 he ‘trekked from Cape Town to 
Bulawayo—a journey which took six 
months in ¢hose pre-railway days. He 
was one of the carly pioneers of white 
setiiement' in Rhodesia, and was for a 
ume Town Clerk of Bulawayo. He also 
served as Immigration Officer under Lord 
Plumer. A staunch Jew and a convinced 
Zionist, he took a prominent part in the 
foundatron both of the Bulawayo Hebrew 
Congregation and of the Rhodesian 
Zioms Organisation. He married Miss 
Fanny Rabbinowitz, daughicr of a well- 
known Jewish scholar who had settled 
in Rhodesta, and herself an active Zionist 
worker. The needs of the business 
which he built up in Rhodesia led to his 
return to this country after the First 
World War, and he spent the remainder 
of bis life in London, except for an 
extended visit to South Africa after the 
second war. Here ill-heakh precluded 
his taking an active part in Zionist or 
communal affairs, but he was a liberal 
contributor to Jewish causes. A man of 
sound practical sense and judgment, and 
of great personal charm and kindliness. 
he won the respect and love of a wide 


circle of friends, many of whom owe 
much to the influence of his well- 
informed mind and sterling characier. 


None of them will forget the warmth and 
cordiality of the ome atmosphere 
created by a couple so well matched as 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph in those qualities 
which inspire affection.”

ADEN COMMUNITY’S 
ANXIETY 


British Assurance to 
Deputies 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Under-Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Mr. Thomas Cook, has 
given an assurance to Mr. Barnett 
Janner, M.P., Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
Board of Deputies, that the authorities 
in Aden will take all necessary 
measures to prevent further anti- 
Jewish outbreaks there. 

According to reports reaching London 
the Aden Jewish community, which now 
numbers about 1,000 persons, is becom- 


ing increasingly perturbed at the possi- 
bilny of renewed anti-Jewish violence. 
The general view there is that if the 


British Government takes the necessary 
precautions, and makes it clear that x 
will not tolerate a recurrence of the 1947 
disorders—these resulted in the death of 
120 Aden Jews and the looting of most 
of the Jewish shops—the Arabs, who are 
being incited by the: local press, are 
unhkely to renew their alltacks. 


No Compensation for Victims 


It will be recalled that those respon- 
sible for the 1947 pogrom were never 
brought to justice. The Jewish victims 
received no compensation, although the 
authorities granted them small loans, 
which were, in many cases, insufficien: 
to enable the Jews to re-<stablish them- 
selves. The fir® repayments on the 
loans are dué in April, 

Education is another problem worry- 
ing the leaders of the Aden Jewish com 
munity. There are 300 Jewish clukdren 
in the Protectorate, but since the pogrom 
the majoriiy receive only an inadcquaic 
education and many receive none ai ai! 

In order to give these cmidren a proper 
education, Mr. Bentob Messa, head of 
the Aden Jewish community. is appeal- 
ing to the Anglo-Jewish Association, the 
Mizrachi, and other organrsations in 
Britain to help to open a school fo 
Jewish children in Aden and to send two 
teachers there.

Florence Synagogue

was the shochet. The old synagogue 
was bombed, and now the community 
offices, a fine Ose medical centre, the 
kasher butchers and restaurant,” the 
Jewish National Fund, and the syna- 
gogue share this rather dilapidated 
building.

They 
swooped on Bol- 
sano, captured the 
lot, and returned 
them to Florence. 

There were few converts in the 
Florentine community, and to-day 
there js little antisemitism. There ts 
a Jewish elementary schoo! and many 
clubs and organisations, and Jews play 
an active part in the life of the city. 
Characteristically, the community 
boasts three professors at the local 
university. 


Jewish Pediars 


In Rome it was pouring with rain, 
and a crowd of people were taking 
sheer on the steps of the great 
church of Santa Maria Maggiore. 
Among them was a young man 


_ earnestly trying to sell pens to some 


tourists. He was having very little 
success, but with the light of mspira- 
tion in his eves he finally turned to 


one of them and inquired: “ Aiah 
medabeir Ivrit?”™ “Cain Betach.” 
Shalom.’ Shalom lecha.” 


it soon transpired that most of the 
shelterers, as well as nearly all the 
pedlars, were Jews. After the rain 
had stopped one man opened his 
case, crammed full of postcards and 
souvenirs, and proudly exhibited the 
lid, which bore a o Magen David 
and a photograph of Michelangelo's 
“ Moses,” and then offered to lead the 
tourists to the ghetto. 

Even though there is no longer any 
compulsion, most of Rome's poorer 
Jews still live in the old ghetto, where 
they find companionship and where 
rent is low. There is great poverty. A 
minor ghetto lies on the other side of 
the river. Here stands the orphanage,

and outside it a Jewish family is living 
in a converted stable. 

On the island in the middie of the 
river is a _ three-storied building, 
housing the Jewish hospital on its first 
floor and the old age home above it.

for paying patients and those for the 
poor. An old rabbi, a a displaced 
person, has been ill for 
some time, fretting for that old- 
fashioned, Orthodox atmosphere 
which he loves so well and which just 
does not exist in Maly. No one talks 
Yiddish to him, and there | is no wine 
and chala on Shabbat. “ Anyway,” 
he remarked, “ one lives on.” 


Peace and Companionship 


The old age home is equally sad to 
the visitor. Sixteen old men and 16 
old ladies are quietly living their last 
years in peace and companionship, 
but with very littl comfort. Their 
sitting-room ‘js a long, narrow hall, 
furnished with jong, bare tables and 
plain, wooden chairs. And what do 
they show their guests? Their little 
shool and the prize possessions of one 
of their fellows, a print of Aaron and 
two brown, faded photographs of the 
Great Synagogue, hung on the walls 
of his bedroom. 

If you pass a fine, domed building 
on the left bank of the Tiber near the 
ghetto on a Friday evening, with the 
voluptuous sound of organ music 
floating through its open doors, do 
not be surprised if a handsome young 
Jew comes out. He earns his living as 
a guide, and will tell you that this is 
the Great Synagogue of Rome, 
founded at the end of the last century 
on the site where other synagogues 
have stood before. 


Catholic Organist 


Inside all is light and music. The 
chazan is chanting the service at great 
length, the packed congregation is 
bowing, covering its eyes, and, of 
course, the organ is playing very 
loudly indeed. (The young man out- 
side will probably have told you 
proudly that the organ is played by a 
Catholic, “who knows more about 
Judaism than most of the congrega- 
ion “). It is nearly an hour before the 
service ends, the children kiss the 
marble columns, and the congregation 
meKs into the night.

by the Arsenal club. The Hapoel foot- 
ballers, he said. were ordinary hard- 
working men, who were anxious to learn 
from the high standard of British sport, 
and whose main purpose in Britain was 
to convey a message of friendship from 
the people of Israel.

M.V. Rimon’s Maiden 
Voyage

The motor-vessel Rimon, the newest 
unn of the Isracli Mercham Navy, called 
at the Port of London on her maiden 
voyage from Hol- 
land to Israel las 
week. Ordered 
from the Rober. 
damsche Droogdok 
a year ago, she was 
taken from the 
shipyards by an 
Israch crew of M, 
who were brought 
to Rotterdam from 
Israel. 

The  Rimon 
(Hebrew tor 
pomegranate) was 
build as 

fruit carrier, 
pped with all 
siorage facilities, 
to assist ig the citrus-<xport of Isracl. 
She has now gone into service as a 
general cargo vessel—her  carryin 
capacity is 3,600 tons—on the Nor 
European line (Belgium, Holland, and 
Britain). Before she left the Thames, 
on Thursday of last week, the Rimon took 
on some cargo. 


Fleet of 100,000 Tons 


The ship, which has a tonnage of 
4,000, is. owned by the Zim Israel Navi- 
gation Co., Lid. When her twin-sister, the 
m.v. Tamar. leaves the Rotterdam ship- 
yards shortly. the jomt tonnage of the 
Zim fleet will be over 100,000, made up by 
four passenger liners and 18 cargo ships. 

Rimon has also accommodation 
for 12 passengers in six double cabins. 
When I vised the ship during her stay 
in London | was impressed by the com- 
fortable accommodation, both for the 
passengers and the crew. I was told that 
a return ticket, .London-Harta (a journey 
covered jn about 10 ito 12 days), cost 
£108 plus £7 10s. in taxes. The first pas- 
sengers were Israclis, who were rcwurn- 
ing home, and two Bruish Jews. 

There is the most up-to-date apparatus, 
including radar, in «he ship. Her crew 
is made up of an equal number of sabras 
and foreign-born Jews. The Captain, 
W. Githar (the Hebrew for his former 
name, Freudenberg), aged 40, had pre- 
vious experience in the German navy 
One of the men, Bernard. Rose, was 
formerly a member of the Habonim 
movement. He was born in Cardiff and 
served in the British Merchant Navy 
from 1947 to 1948, and was also in the 
Israeli Navy during the Jewish-Arab 
war. He told me that he was “ quite 
happy.” and that English was the second 
language on board.

ISRAEL’S CO-OPERATIVES 


By the Hon. EDWIN SAMUEL, C.M.G. 


To economy of Israel is a mixed 
one. Some goods are produced 
and services rendered by the 
central Government; others by the 
municipalities ; more still by private 
enterprise —- which includes the 
co-operatives, concessionary com- 
panies, and ordinary companies. 

For example, the railways and ports 
are run as Government departments, 
and were so run for the previous 30 
years under the Mandate. Water sup- 
plies are provided by the municipalities, 
except at Haifa, where they were built 
up by a number of small private com- 
pen Electricity is supplied by the 

alestine Electric Corporation, opera- 

ting under a monopoly concession 
from the Mandatory Government, 
except in Jerusalem, where another 
and much smaller company still 
operates under a second Mandatory 
concession, 


Bus Companies 

As far as purely private enterprise 
is. concerned, the motor-bus com- 
panies, both urban and inter-urban, 
are in the hands of co-operative 
societies of which the members are 
the bus-drivers themselves—a novel 
idea, again dating from Mandatory 
days, and not now working very satis- 
factorily owing to the rapid expansion 
of the services. It is probable that, 
sooner or later, the urban “bus ser- 
vices will be taken over by the several! 
municipalities, and the inter-urban 
services nationalised. 


Most factories are in the hands of 


private owners; but some of the 
largest factories, especially round 
Haifa, are owned by companies con- 
trolled by the Histadrut, another novel 
idea, These include the great Nesher 
cement works, the Vulcan iron works 
and the Pheenicia glass works, ail of 
which are subsidiaries of Solel Bonch, 
by far the largest contracting com- 
pany in Israel and wholly owned by 
the Histadrut. The largest trading 
Organisation in Israel, Hamashbir 
Hamercazi (the Co-operative Whole- 
sale Society), is also wholly owned by 
the Histadrut. 


The Histadrut’s Réle 


The Histadrut is thus in a curious 
position. In one capacity it is similar 
to the T.U.C. in Britain. It organises 
workers into trade unions: promotes 
agreements with employers on wages 
and hours; declares strikes when 
inevitable; and collects members’ 
subscriptions. In another capacity 
the Histadrut provides a complete 
National Health Service, not only for 
its own members but for anyone else 
who likes to join. It has tts doctor 
and clinic in every village, and a 
whole chain of hospitals and sanatoria. 
The Histadrut -also provides adult 
education for its members on the lines 
of the Workers’ Education Associa- 
tion, the National Council of Labour 
Colleges. and-the more progressive 
trade unions in Britain. 

In its third capacity, 
is a great industrial and trading 
organisation. It controls the com- 
muna! villages and co-operative small- 
holders’ villages, and markets all their

agricultural produce through the 
Tnauva Company. It manufactures 
most of the building material 
produced in Israel through the com- 
panies controlled by Solel Boneh. It 
supplies the consumer goods tsed bY 
a third of the population throug 
Hamashbir Hamercazi, the Co-opera- 
tive Wholesale Society. 

This society has a virtual monopoly 
in supplying consumer goods to the 
300 kibbutzim and the 200 co-opera- 
tive smallholders’ villages (Moshavei 
Ovdim). It supplies food to another 
300 institutions, including many of the 
hospitals. There are a further 200 
consumers co-operative socicti¢s 
affiliated to jt in the various cities and 
towns of Isracl whose members are 
supplied by Hamashbir Hamercazi 
through 600 retail shops. It even has 
its own subsidiary company for build- 
ing new shops. Recently it has 
received a concession the 
Government of Israel to supply all 
the food, clothing, and domestic 
equipment needed by the immigrants in 
the ma‘abarot and in the work camps. 


Hamashbir Hamercazi's Turnover 


In the last: three years, as a result 
of the rapid increase of population in 
Israci, the turnover of Hamashbir 
Hamercazi has multiplied § threefold 
and now exceeds 1£20,000,000 a year. 
It supplies groceries feeding-stuffs 
for livestock ; seeds and fertilisers ; 
machinery, fuel on, lubricants, .and 
chemicals for agriculture and 
industry ; building materials; textiles, 
footwear, and haberdashery : house- 
hold and kitchen utensils. and office 
and school supplies. 

In addition to the 1,300 employees 
of the Consumers’ Co-operatives in 
the different towns, Hamashbir 
Hamercazi has its own staff, number- 
ing over 700. 

Most of this staff are in the central! 
offices in Tel Aviv, but there are also 
many employees at Haifa, the main 
port town. Hamashbir Hamercazi 
does its Own ships clearance and has 
its own warehouses. It even runs a 


profitable ship-chandling business at . 


Haifa through a subsidiary. Most of 
its own industrial enterprises are also 
at Haifa, especially the big Shemen oi! 
and soap factory which Hamashbir 
Hamercazi recently acquired, It also 


owns a rubber and vulcanite factory

and the only seed testing and cleaning 
plant in Israel. 
administrative problems of 
Hamashbir Hamercazi are interesting. 
The company is now faced with all 
the problems of large-scale organisa- 
tion without the specially trained staff 
needed to cope with them. The 
salaries offered by Hamashbir Hamer- 
cazi, like all other Histadrut institu. 
tions, are relatively low. Every one 
is On the same salary scale, and addi- 
tional allowances are paid (for 
employees’ wives and children. 
Although a duty allowance is granted 
to top executives, a married driver with 
several children draws more than the 
bachelor executive whose car he drives. 


Staff Appointments 


This would imply that new posts 
needed at the top of Hamashbir 
Hamercazi could only be filled by 
promotion from below and not by 
appointment from outside. This 
requires continuous in-service training 
in the middle and lower ranks to fit 
them for promotion. But there is no 


such traimmg scheme at present, 
although there is certainly a need 
for one. A_ central co-operative 


training college is needed in Israel on 
the Jines of that successfully operated 
by the British Co-operative Union. 
Another immediate reform needed 
in Hamashbir Hamercazi is_ the 
creation of a separate administrative 
wing. All the present six directors 


are preoccupied with the management — 


of the several trading departments. 
Administration is nobody's special 
business and suffers accordingly. The 
appointment of a seventh director has 
now been approved by the Board to 
take charge of administration. This 
will. in time, solve most of the com- 
pany's present probiems.

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POETRY OF 
N SHALOM* 


Interpreting the Jewish 
Soul 


By YEHUDA HAEZRAHI 
Sit SHALOM has proved one of 


most faithful poet-collabora- 
tors of everything which has been 
hoped for and worked for in Isracl. 
He has stood near every field that has 
been ploughed to sing of its fertility, 
near every suburb that has been 
attacked to praise its bravery, near 
every settlement that has been estab- 
lished to pray for its prosperity, near 
every house where a son has died in 
battle to weep with the bereaved. 

A distinct tone of near didacticism 
underlies the actualism of Shalom’s 
poetry. But the poems are not merely 
edifying and encouraging, for beneath 
this exterior a deeper meaning is 
apprehended and the everyday hap- 
penings become transparent to give a 
glimpse of their symbolic core. 


Destiny of the Soul 


But Shin Shalom achieves his 
greatest poetry when he leaves actuali- 
ties behind and ventures forth into 
the purely symbolic. Shalom’s theme 
is the destiny of his immortal soul. 
His own immortal soul Shin Shalom 
identifies with the Jewish soul, and 
the Jewish soul with the human soul. 
And the human soul he senses as 
wholly at one with the created 
universe, and the universe as wholly 
one with its Creator. Thus his per- 
sonal World is the universe, is God. 
And his own salvation, which Shalom 
seeks so eagerly. is indistinguishable 
from the salvation of his people and 
from the salvation of all mankind. 

Therefore, it is the same whether 
Shalom seeks to purify his own life 
or that of the world. The sanctifica- 
tion of one man brings with it the 
purification of another. Every man 
goes in search of himself. There is 
a dangerous malignant spirit abroad, 
an “enemy ™ who keeps men from 
finding themselves. keeps Israel from 
finding its redemption, keeps the 
world from consummating its destiny. 
This enemy abides in our hearts, at 
the roots of our existence, is part of 
our being. He.must be sought, and 
“ face to face with ourselves ” he must 
be conquered in the mysterious depth 
of our own soul. 


The Poet's Themes 


The mystery of man’s soul and the 
miracle of deliverance-——these are 
Shin Shalom’s chosen themes. No 
that he ever hoped to unravel this 
mystery to his satisfaction. Much too 
modest to attempt any such feat, he 
limited himself to describing with 
sincerity and deep emotion its strange 
aspects. 

Sometimes it seems as though he 
rather enjoys not finding a solution, 
and that he takes great delight in 
losing himself in the _ labyrinthine 
secrets of souls and -their destinies. 
He takes a keen interest in the 
happenings. He spreads 
them out as a merchant spreads his 
wares, and praises them, but seldom 
stops to explain. If he does, his 
explanations seem to reveal little and 
hide much. The mysterious symbols 
of his world were derived from the 
Kabbala, the book so dear to his 
Chassidic ancestors, but they are 
expressed in the clear-cut terms he 
has learned from - Western philoso- 
phies and exposed to the limpid air 
of Israeli actuality. 


Mysteries and Miracles 


The imagery of mysteries and 
miracles dominates Shin Shalom’s 
verse, and of the two the latter is 
nearer to his heart, as being the more 
joyful, the more hopeful. The miracle 
of men possessing souls, souls which 
are the souls of worlds, makes him 
great: “Each cloud a wonder, every 
hill a miracle.”

THE ZIONIST FUND-RAISING AGENCIES 
From MAURICE CARR 


JERUSALEM 


At the instigation of Mr. Levy 
Eshkol, Treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency, a resolute attempt was made 
at the recent 23rd World Zionist Con- 
gress to unify the various Zionist funds. 
The issue was settled, not in the raw 
atmosphere of public debates, but in 
the warm ambiance of private ban- 
quets given by departmental directors 
to Congress delegates whose support 
they canvassed. So successful were 
these convivial tactics that a complex 
problem was finally resolved by a 
complicated compromise. 


What was the problem? If money 
may be likened to the lifeblood of a 
political organisation, then the World 
Zionis Organisation had become a 
creature with three hearts, wih three 
distinct organs for the pumping of funds 
through its system. These were the 
Keren Kavemet, the Keren Hayesod, 
and the Magbi (United Appeal, with 
differem appellations in different 
countries, such as Joint Palestine Appeal 
in Britain, United Jewish Appeal in 
America, Aid to Israel in France,. etc.). 


Keren Kayemet 


The most venerable of the three is 
the Keren Kayemet. hk was founded 50 
years ago with the object of acquiring 
land in Palestine as the inalienable pos- 
session of the Jewish people. It bought 
from Arab landlords what were usually 
tracts of wilderness, and reclaimed them. 
It was the hallowed instrument of 
Ziohism for the pacific terrnorial con- 
quest of Palesiime. 

When the State of Israc! was established, 
however, the Keren Kayemet lost its 
importance, if not its raison d'étre. The 
land had at last been conquered, if not 
fructified. Not to be daunted, the Keren 
Kayomet purchased abandoned Arab 
wasteland from the Jewish State, which 
then graciously refunded the price paid, 
and with this mioney the Keren Kayemet 
undertook such reclamation work as the 
drainage of the Hula swamps. These 
transactions were oddiy compounded of 
financial fiction and pioneering achieve- 
ment 

The Keren Kayemet has. of course. 
throughout its history been a fund-raiser. 
but never a big one. With its familiar 
blue boxes, its Golden Book, and other 
so-called tradmtional methods of collect- 
ing money, it has always appealed more 
to the broad Jewish masses than to the 
more wealthy Jews, and has always 
— at a man’s pocket through his 

eart. 


Keren Hayesod 


The Keren Hayesod, founded 31 years 
ago, when Brain assumed the Mandate 
for Palestine, had two great historical 
functions. The first was to help settle 
immigrants on the land acquired by the 
Keren Kayemet. And the second was to 
raise the big money needed, not only for 
itself, but also for the Keren Kayemet 
and for the whole Zionist Organisation 
after 1920. The Keren Hayesod addressed 


self direct to the pocket, preferably that 


of the rich man. 


After the creation of the Jewish State. 
however, the botiom dropped, as it were. 
out of the Zionist exchequer. Former 
fund-raising methods were no longer 
adequate. The plurality of Zionist 


appeals was defeating their own ends. 
Jews were being asked to give wo often 
and too Iatle. the Magbit. or United 
Appeal, was instituted, its proceeds 
being . divided ory between the 
Keren Kayemet and the Keren Hayesod. 
As the Keren Kayemet found itself 
receiving more money than it could use 
for land purchase in the Jewish State, it 
handed over the greater pan of its income 
to the Jewish Agency. 

The co-existence of these three financia! 
hearts was harmful, for much precious 
blood donated by world Jewry was being 
lost in superfluous arteries. In plain 
benguage, much moncy was being wasted 
through triplication of offices and. per- 
sonal alike in Isracl and in the far- 
flung Galut. 

Rational and bold was the proposal 
submitted to the Zionist Congress tha: 
all Zionist fund-raising be centralised in 
a single new organ cal Keren Lelsrac!, 
or Israel Fund. Rational, because was 
designed to increase efficiency and reduce 
costs. Bold. because it was bound to 
throw some Zionist officials out of work 
and lower the preStige of others. Many 
well-deserving Zionist veicrans were in 
personal danger. 

A formidable struggle ensued behind 
the scenes. The Keren Kayemet siood 
to lose most, for in the S50 years of its 
existence it had grown into a practically 
autonomous body, unlike the Keren 
Hayesod and the new-fangled Magbit. 
which were integral components of the 
Jewish Agency. 

The Keren Kayemet, which by a for- 
tunate coincidence was cclebratng its 
jubilee, defended itself ably at the lavish 
receptions organised in its honour, Even 
the most hardened rationalisis were com. 
pélied to admit that the disappearance of 
the Keren Kayemet would be a biow to 
the whole Zionist Movement. Every- 
body agreed that its work. of great 
educational value, musi go on: its name, 
representing enormous good will through- 
out the world, must De preserved. 


The United Fund 


The rationalists of the Jewish Agency 
then had the inspired idea of calling the 
new unified fund, not Keren Lelsrae|, 
but Keren Kayeme Lelsracl. In this 
way the name Keren Kayemeg would bx 
upheld, and the traditional functions of 
the Keren Kayemet could be continued 
in the new organisation. But this sue- 
gestion was defeated by Keren Kayeme: 
Opposition. 

What is the situation now aficr the 
Zionist Congress ? The Keren Kayemc: . 
and the Keren Hayesod both survive. The 
Magbit is abolished, and its réle is taken 
over by the Keren Hayesod, which wi!! 
keep for utself and for the Jewish Agency 
all the moneys i collects, apart from an 
annual allocation of £3,000,000 to the 
Keren Kayemet. Fumher ‘granis of 
moncy may be made to the Keren 
Kayemet at the discretion of the Execu- 
tive of the Jowish Agency. 

The Keren Kayemet is entitled to carry 
On with its so-called traditional! collec- 
ions, and, to avoid clashes between itself 
and the Keren Hayesod, various measures 
have been taken to ensure co-ordination 
between the two bodies. There will 
continue to be Keren Kayemet offices 
throughout the world. Operating quite 
independently of the local Zionist federa- 
trons.

Serious Position of Arab 
States 


From JON KIMCHE 


LONDON, Wednesday 

Those in touch with the Arab leaders 
have noted how in recent months—and 
particularly in recent weeks—Arab 
policy towards Israel has been increas- 
ingly influenced by the assumption that 
Israel is heading for economic chaos 
and ultimate collapse. This, more than 
anything, has led to the recent shift in 
Arab policy: simply to sit out Israel's 
crisis and then reap the benefits. 


This has also led to the latest mov 
the ex-Mufti. He has now 
the United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency his agreement to the resettlement 

the Palestine refugees—on one condi- 
tion, however. He has pr that the 
refugees should be settled in a tight belt 
close to the Israeli frontier, so that. in 
fact, Israel shall be encircled by a belt of 
refugee encampments. These would be 
the first to move back into Israel once the 
signs Of collapse became evident. 


Just how far this speculation on Isracl's 
collapse — which, significantly, is not 
shared by King ibn Saud—is based on 
false premises, is demonstrated in four 
U.N. Reports which have now been 
issued : three by the Secretary-General of 
the United Nations and the fourth by the 
Food and Agricultural Organisation. 


All four survey different aspects of the 
economic conditions of the Middle East. 
The conclusions at which they arrive 
speak for themselves. 


National Incomes 


The national incomes of the countries 
of the Middle East are compared in a 
special report by the Secretary-General 
aS a MOSt Suggestive guide to the respective 
strengths of their various economics. 

Turkey and Lebanon head the Moslem 
table with a national income of $125 per 
head: next come Egypt and Syria with 
$100; then Persia and Iraq with $85 and 
Saudi Arabia with $40. No figures are 
given for the Jordan Kingdom. By com- 
—_ the national income per head in 
sraci 1s given as $390—four times as 
much as the Egyptian and Syrian. 


This pomt is further emphasised in a 
more detailed sample of the standard of 
life in Egypt and Iraq. The F.A-.O.: Report 
describes a sample study taken by the U.N. 
Welfare Seminar in Cairo. This showed 
that 9S per cent of Egypt's agricultural 
population—that is the great majority of 
Egyptians -have an average income of less 
than £10 per year: in Iraq the yearly 
income of the peasant was estimated at 
£6 per year in the southern provinces and 
as much as £15 per year in the more fertile 
north. The reports then show that while 
Israel's production of food crops and live- 
stock greatly exceeds its pre-war produc- 
tion, that of the Arab states has not yet 
reached its actual production of the years 
1934-1938. 

In Egypt, according to the F.A.O. 
Report, production has reached 96 per 
cent of its pre-war figure ; but during these 
same years Egypt's population has 
increased by 4,000,000. As a result, pro- 


duction of food per head of population 


is now some 25 per cent less than before 
the war. The F.A.O. reports that even if 
the ambitious targets set for 1953 are 
achieved, Egypt's position will still be 
worse than pre-war. If it does not attain 
the target totals, then its position. will get 
worse, not betier. 


Increase of Population 


It is hardly a state of affairs which lends 
itself to a long-drawn-out economic war 
with Israel. 

Iraq and Syria are listed also as 
countries which have not yet regained 
their pre-far production, while their Ln a 
lation has also considerably increased. 

Both these countries are capable of con- 
siderable expansion of production—if 
they are prepared to co-operaic. But a 
special report submitted by the Secretary- 
General to the forthcoming Assembly of 
the U.N. stresses that the main obsiacle 
in carrying out the proposed plans of 
improvements 1s existing conditions 
of land ownership and tenure in the Arab 
States. 

The F.A.O. has also come to the con- 
clusion that the situation in the Arab 
States generally is worsening, not improv- 
ing. In.a statement which it has submitted 
on the “ Outlook " to the F.A.O. regional 
meeting at present being held in Bloudane, 
in Syria, it says that “it may be difficult 
in the coming months even to maintain 
the already low living standards of the 
rural masses of the Middle East.” 

Arab leaders might be well advised to 
consider these four reports more closely 
before they too much reliance on 
their ability to sit out the period before 


Israel is sched , according to them, for 
collapse. .For what emerges from this 


mass of statistics is that, taken over-all, 
Israel's economy is far more resilient than

IMMIGRANT CAMPS 


Preparations for Winter 


From our Own Correspondent 


Tet Aviv 

Isracil’s 250,000 tent-dwellers and 
occupants of temporary huts at reception 
camps and ma’abarot, after their summer 
ordeal by heat and thirst, are to be 
spafed as far as possible che rigours of 
the oncoming winter. At an estim 
cost of 1£1,000,000 the Jewish Agency 
has begun to prepare the living quarters 
of new immigrants for the winter. More 
than 200 miles of trenches will be dug 
round temts and huts to drain away rain- 
water and obviate flooding, and more 
than 120 miles of firm roads or tracks 
will be laid. 

Some 12,000 prefabricated wooden 
huts are to be erected in the next few 
months, sufficient to provide for the 
new immigrants during the winter. 

Infants up to the age of six will, with 
thew parents’ consem, be removed from 
the camps and cared for by Jewish 
Agency and Israeli Army teams of social 
workers. L£800,000 has nm set aside for 
welfare work among immigrant children.

Isracli industrial project to work almost 
exclusively on local raw miateria'ls, wil!

It is already working 
on methods of using potash from the 
Dead Sea and rock phosphate from the 
Negev. The only imporied materm! will 
be pyrites from Greece. Sulphuric acid 
and ammonium phosphates are already 
in limited production, while calcium 
phosphate, potassium sulphate, nitric 
acid, and ammonium aitrate will be 
added by the end of 1953. 

Large American and local Government 
concerns are at present owners of the 
plant, which is to be developed with the 
maximum speed in view of the country’s 
critical food situalion.—< Reuter)

BILL TO TIGHTEN U.S.A. 
IMMIGRATION LAWS

Senator Pat McCarran, Chairman of 
the U.S. Senate Judiciary Committee and 
arch-foe of immigration, has introduced 
a new Bill in Congress designed to 
tighten the American immigration and 
naturalisation laws. 

It contains all the features of a 
Bill which he had introduced. previously 
in which he proposed the climination of 
the present quota system and the-sub- 
stitution of a system of selective immigra- 
tion. Hearings were held on the first 
Bill eatly this year, and the suggestion 
was made that it be hberalised.

aliens with criminal records.

DECLINE OF TRIESTE COMMUNITY 


From our Correspondent 


TRIESTE 
Trieste, once the important gateway 
through which thousands of Jewish 


emigrants from Central Europe found 
their way to the Americas and Palestine, 
has lost much of its former importance. 
The Jewish masses in Poland and border- 
ing countries have been annihilated and 
the survivors, when allowed to emigrate, 
take other routes. Additional passport 
formalities connected 
with the existence of 
the Free Territory 
of Trieste explain 
their reluctance to 
use the facilities for 
embarkation pro- 
vided by this great 


port. 

With the decline 
in the number of 
Jewish emigrants and 
travellers has been a 
parallel decline im 
the size of the 
Trieste Jewish com- 
munity. The peak of 
its development was 
reached just before 
the First World War, 
when the communily 
numbered 6,000 
people, the majority 
prosperous business 
men, but some of 
them members of the 
free professions. 
Rabb: P. Z. Chajes, 
a great scholar, was 
then at the new 
synagogue, which 
was bult-at ereat 
expense im fine 
Assyrian style. 

Between the wars the decline in the 
port's importance prompted some 2,000 
Jews to emigrate overseas. The fascist 
wave of persecution, the Second World 
War with its - consequent German 


occupation of Trieste, further reduced the 
size of the Jewish community. which now 
numbers about 1,500 souls 
When the community meets, elderly 
ple predominate; children are few. 
et all communal -instituiions have heen 
re-established in commodious buildings, 
restored with the help of public funds. 
Foremost is the Jewish elementary school. 
founded a few years before the French 
Revolution, which has had such famous 
pupils as the Jewish scholar, S. D.

Luzzatto (1800-1865), and the poetess 
Rachel Morpurgo (1790-1871). Trieste also 
has a well-known library. of Judaica and 
Hebraica, its nucleus having been pro- 
vided by Luzzatto.

Jewish rehabilitation: and to reject the 
scheme, proposed by some members of 
the Ausirian Parlrmment. that such 
property should be used for other 
purposes,” 

Alarm was expressed at the growing 
antisemitic propaganda of the neo-Nazi 
party.

ISRAEL PAYS INTEREST 
ON U.S. LOAN 


WASHINGTON 

Israel has made a $1,148,476 (abou! 
£410,000 sterling) interest payment on 
loans made to Israel by the U.S. Export- 
Import Bank, it is announced by the 
Israeli Embassy here. 

The interest was paid on a $100,000,000 
loan granted in January, 1949, and on a 
$35,000,000 loan in January, 1951. Israc! 
has already used $75,000,000 of these 
loans for investment in approved j®dus- 
trial and agricultural projects. 

The interest on the loan was 3.5 per 
cent paid semi-annually. The latest pay- 
ment was the fifth and largest yet made 
by the Israeli Government. According to 
the agreement, repayment of the principa! 
will begin in the spring of 1952 and will 
be spread over 12 years.—(Reuter)

DANGER SIGNALS 
IN LIBYA 


Growing Arab League 
Propaganda

Little publicity has been given to 
the present stay in London of the 
Libyan Premier-designate, Mahmud 
Bey Muntasser. He is known to have 
seen Mr. Attlee and the Minister of 
State, Mr. Kenneth Younger, who is 
deputising at the Foreign Office in Mr. 
Morrisons absence, but the only 
report so far published about these 
conversations merely repeats the 
earlier statement that Libya will 
become independent by the end of the 
year. 


The present British administration is 
now busy devolving its functions upon 
iis Libyan successor, and a treaty is m 
preparation, giving Britain the right to 
esMablish or maintain air, naval, and 
military bases in Cyrcnaica. In exchange, 
Libya is to receive a subsidy masked as 
a defence contribution. Britain will aiso 

rovide arms and instructors for the 
forces——mainly and desert 
pat! ols. 


Elections may be Postponed 


It appears, therefore, that the new 
Libyan Emirate will closely resemble the 
Jordanian Kingdom, as it was before the 
annexation of Eastern Palestine created 
new problems which the Amman 
Government has so far been unable to 
solve. It is felt in London that Luebya, 
under. a Senussi Government, will escape 
these troublesome consequences of new- 
fangied nationalism. Certain danger 
signals are, however, already evident. 
There is talk of postponing the elections 
scheduled to take place carly next year, 
so as to give the Government time to 
proceed agains unruly opposition 
clements in Cyrenaika and Tripolitania. 

Some Cyrenaican Deputies to the local 
Assembly have been arrested and 
imprisoned, and heir organisations 


banned; and chere is a growing amount 
of Arab League propaganda—fed by 
Egyptian money—against the Emirs | 


administration, especially among the 
urban electorate of Tripolitania, where 
resenimem is felt at the prospect of 
Senussi predominance. All this as yet 
docs not amount to a major threat to 
the Emir’s Government, but Egyptian 
hostilay has already declared itself 
openly, and Arab League propaganda is 
active. It may not be long before 
murder gangs flourish, as they have done 
in Jordan and clsewhere. 
Egyptian Hostility 

Interest in these developments is 
enhanced by the recent slight fading of 
Egyptran nationalist clamour for an 
immediate rupture with Britain. _ was 
always obvious that the pr ~ of a 
general election in Britain, with the pos- 
sibility of a Conservative victory, would 
impose caution on the Cairo Governmenm 
and lead to another attempt at agreement 
before the sands have run out. Negotia- 
tions are now in fact progressing, but 
they afe accompanied by signs of 
unremitting Egyptian hostility to the 
existence of British<controlied régimes in 
Jordan and Libya. 

It seems to be realised in Cairo that 
if these territories remain under British 
control, Whitehall will be even less 
inclined to yield to Egyptian blackmail 
in the Cana! Zone. For the time being 
the control of tankers there has been 
eased slightly, bat this matter is entirely 
at the discretion of the Egyptian authori- 
tics. There is no intention in Cairo of 
complying with the recent Security Coun. 
ctl resohmion. It has simp!y been decided 
to soft-pedal the issue for the time being. 
if and when the Anglo-Egyptian talks 
break down, the screw will be given 
another turn. By that time, however. a 
aes Government may be in office 
ere.

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GERMANY 

HERR LUETH, a high official in Hamburg, 
has started a campaign in Germany aiming 
at “ Peace with Israel.” He wants Germany 
to take the first step by asking Israel for 
peace; he acknowledges the responsibility 
of Germany for the terrible crimes com- 
mitted against the Jews as a people. Pro- 
fessor THtopor Heuss, Federal President of 
Western Germany, has publicly expressed 
his approval of this campaign. There is no 
reason to doubt the good faith of Herr 
LUETH, a genuine democrat, who exposed 
himself to the attacks of German nationalists 
once before by organising a campaign 
against the showing of films by Verr HARLAN 
(producer of the vile antisemitic film “ Jew 
Siiss). “Neither is there any reason to 
doubt the true humanity of President Heuss. 


But, welcome portent though this move- 
ment may be, how far do these men represent 
the majority of their fellow-countrymen in 
post-Hitler Germany ? Reports arriving 
almost daily make it clear that there is a 
large and probably growing body of opinion 
which is opposed to their point of view. 
There is the Socialist Reich Party of Herr 
Remer, a full-blooded Nazi Party in all but 
name. Its electoral successes in North-West 
Germany bode ill for the future. - There are 
other powerful groups, less violent in speech 
but possibly more dangerous in practice. 
The ex-soldiers of HiTLeR’s army gather in 
political groups, led by Hitter’s generals, 
and publish their newspapers ; the reaction- 
ary Stahihelm being re-established ; 
powerful groups of Volksdeutsche, éxpelled 
from the East, clamour for the reconquest 
of the Eastern provinces. The Right wing 
of Dr. ADENAUER’S Government coalition, 
the “ Deutsche Partei,” treats Herr LuETH’s 
campaign with scorn. It claims that real 
antisemitism does not exist in Germany, 
only in America. Friendship with the Arabs, 
it says, is more important—"‘ for economic 
reasons "-—than peace with Israel. Demo- 
crats and Nationalists fight for the soul of 
post-Hitler Germany, as they once fought 
for the soul of pre-Hitler Germany, a country 
which seems to be fated as no other to suffer 
from a kind of national schizophrenia, Every 
lover of peace must hope that this time the 
men represented by Professor Heuss and 
Erich Luetu will’ win the struggle; for 
Germany is becoming a force in world 

- politics again, no matter what Jews may 
say and think. Germany will soon be given 
back full sovereignty. Germany will in all 
likelihood be rearmed, even if only as part 
of a European Army. It is all-important 
that such a Germany should also be imbued 
with the true European spirit and be fully 
integrated into the Western democratic 
world. 

The Jews, and Israel as a Jewish State, 
cannot be expected to forget and lightly to 
forgive what Germany did from 1933 on- 
wards; they cannot be expected to be satisfied 
with friendly words coming from Germany, 
words which are not followed by deeds, 
which show no change of intention. But it 
would be equally wrong to rule out peace 
for all time. The relationship between Ger- 
mans and Jews after the experience of the 
Hitler period is, however, not simply a 
question of cold reason or logic. If reason 
and logic prevailed, it would be hard to 
understand why Israel has relations with 
Austria. The Austrians behaved, if any- 
thing, worse than the Germans during the 
Nazi régime; to-day the Austrian Govern- 
ment and people are behaving in more 
niggardly fashion over restitution matters 
than the Germans. In Jewish eyes, however, 
Germany is the ultimate symbol of the 
crimes committed against them. A sym- 
bolic act on behalf of Germany is therefore 
called for. if peace is to be made possible. 
No-one expects every German to go in 


sackcloth and ashes and admit his personal 
guilt—though there are indeed some Ger- 
mans who would be prepared to do so—but 
the German people, through their Govern- 
ment, must candidly accept responsibility for 
the crimes committed by their leaders and 
show this by suitable deeds such as the pay- 
ment of reparations, Only recently the West 
German Government has accepted the 
responsibility of Germany for all surviving 
victims of pseudo-medical experiments in 
concentration camps, no matter where they 
live now, no matter what their legal claims 
may be. A similar acceptance of responsibility 
for the hideous crimes committed against the 
Jewish people might help to break the ice and 
lead to peace—even if it cannot lead to friend- 
ship. Herr Luetn realises that some such 
symbolic act is needed. It is primarily up to 
the German people to follow his lead. But if 
his campaign is to succeed, he will require 
also all the support he can get from abroad, 
and it is perhaps not too much to suggest 
therefore that Jews in Israel and the Diaspora 
might give earnest consideration to their 
policy in the light of present circumstances. 


THE RESETTLEMENT 


At the time of the tercentenary of its 
‘original publication last year, we had 
occasion to write about the significance of 
MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL'S famous book, “ The 
Hope of Israel,” which was first published in 
Amsterdam early in 1650. The original 
Latin edition was quickly followed by a 
Spanish translation, but still more momen- 
tous in its consequences was the publication, 
the very same year, of an English version in 
London. This marked the inauguration of 
the famous campaign.for the readmission 
of the Jews to England, which was so 
indefatigably and heroically conducted by 
the learned Rabbi of Amsterdam. Perhaps, 
however, due recognition is not always 
accorded to the initiative that was taken in 
these negotiations by CROMWELL. Under.the 
auspices of the Jewish Historical Society of 
England, the late Lucien Wor published 
just half a century ago his authoritative work 
on “ Menasseh ben Israel's Mission to Oliver 
Cromwell.” This clearly shows that the 
religious arguments advanced by MENASSEH 
would by themselves- have beén unavailing 
for the purposes. of the Jewish Resettlement. 
Where appeals to religious toleration and 
messianic hopes would have been ineffective, 
the question was finally decided by practical 
considerations of political policy. CROMWELL 
was eager to avail himself of the invaluable 
services of Jewish merchants and “ intelli- 
gencers " for the promotion of British com- 
mercial expansion overseas. In 1651, before 
the passing of the Navigation Act, Crom- 
WELL'S representatives in Amsterdam appear 
to have been negotiating with MENASSEH 
and urging him to make personal applica- 
tion to the English Government for the 
readmission of the Jews. The B.B.C. 
Third Programme last week broadcast a 
notable and sympathetic dramatic presenta- 
tion, written by Mr. CHRISTOPHER SYKES, 
of the whole story, which specially 
emphasised the active part: taken by 
CROMWELL. Public opinion, both Jewish and 
non-Jewish, deserves to be fully informed 
about the historic course of events which led 
—— the famous Whitehall Conferences of 
1655. 


FOR JEWISH SCHOOLS 


Tue dinner which is to take place at 
Grosvenor House, London, on Tuesday next, 
in aid of certain London Jewish day schools, 
promises to be a notable occasion. It will 
be under the presidency of the Curer RaAppi 
and enjoys the patronage of many ecclesias- 
tical and lay leaders in the community. 
No less gratifying is the fact that three 
distinguished non-Jews have agreed to 
speak as guests of honour. They are 
Mr. HuGH P.C., M.P., Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer; Sir Davin 
MAXWELL Fyre, K.C., M.P., former 
Attorney-General: and Sir GeraLp Barry, 
Director-General of the Festival of Britain. 
They all occupy positions of great responsi- 
bility in their respective spheres, and it is 
significant that they should find time from 
their important public duties to support the 
general cause of religious education. Their 
action will afford great encouragement to the 
Anglo-Jewish community, which attaches 
such profound importance to the training of 
Jewish children in the knowledge and 
observance of their Jewish heritage. Our 
boys and girls who receive the moral and 
spiritual benefits of this training wili become 
good citizens in the fullest sense. 


LIBERAL JUDAISM 


ON Sunday next the main building of the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue, which a German 
bomb put out of commission in 1940, is to be 
reconsecrated. The opening of the building 
in 1926 took place amid a crossfire of 
polemics concerning the creed to which it 
was dedicated. “The New Paths—Whither 
do they Lead ?” three sermons by the late 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, subsequently pub- 
lished with copious notes, will long be 
remembered. Polemics are usually barren, 
and we have no desire to see them revived, 
although the very incisiveness of Dr. 
Hertz's well-prepared onslaught can still be 
appreciated. The devotion of the Liberal 
Jews, however, in applying themselves at 
some financial sacrifice to the reconstruction 
of their fine synagogue should be noted ; 
such devotion is always worthy of emulation. 
Their zeal in this connection responds to 
something other than a utilitarian motive, 
since in Liberal practice the use of the 
synagogue as a place of worship is not a 
matter of such frequent occurrence as in 
more Orthodox quarters. The Jewish usage, 
handed down from time immemorial, of 
having daily services, is not followed; as 
often as not a single Sabbath service is the 
only act of public worship in the week. 
Perhaps the opening of the main synagogue 
will be an inspiration to the more adequate 
fulfilment of what is one of the synagogue’s 
main purposes. But the synagogue is also 
a teaching institution. Nearly 12 months 
ago we observed that the leaders of the 
Liberal Synagogue should “ encourage their 
followers to engage in an intensive study of 
the sources of Judaism and its development 
in history so that they may be in a better 
position to interpret it in the light of present 
conditions”; which drew forth the retort 
that this task the Liberal Synagogue had 
been doing all the time. If there are 
frequent shiurim in Tenach, in Mishna and 
Gemara, and study groups in other branches 
of Jewish learning, then criticism lacks a 
good deal of its force. By providing a 
genuine challenge to Orthodoxy on the 
spiritual and intellectual planes, Liberal 
Judaism could serve a useful purpose. This, 
in fact, was the intention of its great leaders, 
C. G. MONTEFIORE and ISRAEL ABRAHAMS. 
The task which the Liberal Jewish Congrega- 
tion has undertaken is to accept that chal- 
lenge, and it will be judged by its success or 
failure in that role. 


CAUSE ABOVE CREED 


SELDOM could one read in 20 pages a 
story of well-doing so concentrated and so 
fruitful as is contained in_ the final report 
of the Christian Council for Refugees from 
Germany and Central Europe, 1938-1951. 
It is a heartening record of Christian and 
Jewish co-operation for a cause of humanity. 
The Council was formed in 1938 “ to stimu- 
late the interest of Christian Communions 
in the plight of non-Aryan Christian victims 
of the racial persecution of the Nazi Govern- 
ment and to raise funds for their relief.” 
The Central British Fund for German 
Jewry had been established five years before, 
but in 1938, in face of the growing barbarism 
of HITLER, a notable effort was made by Jews 
and the Churches together, and a broadcast 
from Lord BaLDwin to the English people 
brought a response of over half a million 
pounds. Of that, nearly half was allotted to 
the Refugee Children’s Movement, and the 
Christian Council received £90,000, to which 
the appeal of the Churches added another 
£90,000. Then followed the taking by the 
Council of a Bloomsbury hotel, which 
became the headquarters of the effort for 
the refugees under the honoured name of 
Bloomsbury House, At one time a thousand 
persons were attached to that central office. 
In 1940 came the generous and understand- 
ing action of the British Government in 
providing the major fund for the main- 
tenance of thousands of refugees who were 
caught in England by the war: and that 
help was maintained till this year, with a 
total contribution of three million pounds. 
The Christian Council worked through com- 
mittees of the Christian communities: the 
Friends, who take pride of place, the Church 
of England, the Catholics; and they were 
allied throughout to the Jewish Council 
through a central committee. For 13 years 
Jews and Christians worked together in 
absolute harmony, and together they saved 
nearly a hundred thousand men, women, and 
children and added tens of thousands of 
useful citizens to this country. Out of this 
noble work has sprung the Council of 
Christians and Jews.

THE FIGHTING JEW 


The Memoirs of the Life of Daniel Mendor, 
Edited by Paut Macriet. Batsford. 18s.

It seems that Yale University, across the Atlan) ic 
has become the repository of rare and assorted 
treasures preserved from the literary wealth o/ 
18th-century Britain. Not quite as sensational! 
unknown as the Journal of James Boswell, a tas\y 
sample of which was recently offered for gene;,| 
delectation, the Memoirs of Danicl Mendoza. 
borrowed from that university by Mr. Paul Magric/ 
and edited by him (with the addition of many 
attractive prints), will greatly interest at least two 
classes of reader (who are combined, frequeni|y, 
into one)—Jews and boxing fans. 


The celebrated pugilist wrote the autobiography 
in 1815, when he was a “ life-battered ex-champ).oy 
of 52,” to use the editor's words. The appraiss| 
of Mendoza, “as handy with his pen as with hi« 
fists,” is well justified. It is as difficult to belicy- 
that this stylishly written work was the unaided 
effort of the boxer as it is to believe the same of 
to-day’s publications by sporting celebrities. By; 
if it was, it is a tribute to the Shaare Tikveh 
School, in East London, where he was taughi. 

After leaving school, young Daniel engaged in 
the first of a long and varied series. of occupations. 
the recounting of which—as glazier, fruiterer. 
tobacconist, matza baker, entertainer, inn-keepe;, 
and sheriff's officer—adds much interest to the main 
story of his career as a fighter. His changes of 
employment arose, often, out of scrapes, which 
he found hard to avoid. While in the service of 
the fruiterer, “1 was,” he wrote, “ frequent!) 
drawn into contests with butchers and others in the 
neighbourhood, who, on account of my mistress 
being of the Jewish religion, were frequently dis- 
posed to insult her.” 


Champion Pugilist 


Daniel's skill in these street fights drew the atten. 
tion of experienced pugilists. ichard Humphrey. 
was, occasionally, his second. Later they becam 
bitter opponents, not only fistically but verbal! 
The taunting letters they wrote to each other and 
to the press, between their contests, make amusing 
reading. Mendoza the Jew, as he was styled, los: 
the first of three battles with Humphreys, and won 
the second and third. He was now at the peak of 
his career, was acclaimed the most scientific of 
boxers, was given theatre engagements throughou: 
the country, and was invited to Windsor Castle 
by the King. 

But he could not cope with success, and, aficr 
failing in a number of boxing-academy ventures. 
he landed in the debtors’ gaol. After that he was 
in and out of debt and in and out of the boxing 
profession—an adventurous and unstable charac(cr. 
who, however, raised British pugilism from a 
brutal exhibition to a sport. 

By his fellow Jews the champion was honoured 
as “ The-Light of His example encour- 
a a succession of famous Jewish fighters. Mr. 

agric! writes that “ he not only raised the deerce 
of respectability for afl concerned with boxing.” 
but, by his achievements, “raised the general 
social status of Jews.” 


WAGNER’S ANTISEMITISM 


The Racial Thinking of Richard Wagner. &) 
STein. New York: Philosophical Librar).

Sooner or later this book had to be written. 
For in tracing the roots of National Socialism, 
an invesligator was bound to come upon the !igure 
of Richard Wagner, a figure which im retrospect 
emerges as one of the most influential and virulen' 
exponents of a theory which in the event was \o 
lead to the rise of Hitler and the Third Reich. ! 
wonder whether his contemporaries ever sensed 
the sihister implication contained in the sentence 
with which Wagner closed his notorious pamphic' 
on Judaism in music. Alluding to the legend o! 
the Wandering Jew, he says: “ But, think ye, ‘ha! 
one thing only can redeem you of your curse: ‘he 
redemption of Ahasuerus—Untergang (annih:'a- 
tion).”” This was written in 1849. Less than a 
century later, Hitler's Germany carried out this 
advice in the incinerators of Belsen and Auschwiiz 
Thus for us Jews of to-day Wagner's various 
writings on Volk, Kultur, Language, Christianity, 
and Judaism have gained a significance which can- 
not be overstated. Yet it was not until the spectre 
of the Hitlerian nightmare was laid that we began 
to realise the extent to which Wagner's ideas on 
race and the superiority of the German Herrenyo!s 
had helped in moulding the Nazi mentality. 

It is ‘dle to argue, as some Wagnerians do, that 
National Socialism was bound to come without 
Wagner's services as one of its accoucheurs. The 
fact ws that an-objective reader of his relevant 
essays is struck by the almost literal identity o! 
his ideas and language with those of the inecluc- 
table Rosenberg, Goebbels. and other Nazi 
“ thinkers.” Wagner, of course, was not alone nor 
the first among the great Germans of the nineteenth 
century who sowed the seeds for a mephitic grow!) 
which a decade ago threatened to destroy the 
whole of the civilised world. Its roots go back (o 
the time of the Befreiungskriege and the rise o! 
German nationalism, affecting the mind of philo- 
sophers like Fichte, Hegel, Schleiermacher, and 
even the sceptical Schopenhauer. But it is because 
of Wagner's towering position in German music 
and, eee it, in Germany's cultural life that his 
racial thinking assumes a special importance and 
thus deserves close study. 

One is therefore grateful to Leon Stein for 
having undertaken this timely task. All that need 
be said here is that, while unable to agree with hs 
complete rejection of a race concept, I cannot! 
think of a more comprehensive and penetrating 
study of the subject than Dr. Stein has given us.

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essay by Professor L. B. Namier 

was published in the New 
STATESMAN concerned with the prob- 
lem of the Jews of our time. 
If 1 recollect it correctly, Profes- 
sor Namier proceeded in a simile 
of characteristic precision and 
brilliance to compare the effect of 
enlightenment upon the Jewish masses 
to that of the sun upon a glacier.

Assimilation Trend 


The image was not merely vivid but 
accurate, because such evaporation 
does, of course, occur despite all 
denials ; ‘assimilation can sometimes 
be total. In England alone the main 
branches of such families as _ the 
Ricardos, the Disraelis, the Levy- 
Lawsons, have entered the general 
texture of Gentile society and become 
divorced from their origins in the 
minds both of themselves and their 
neighbours. This phenomenon will 
be condemned cither by those who 
believe the Jewish religion alone to be 
true and, consequently, regard all 
forms of departure from it, particu- 
larly on the part of those who once 
believed it, as being certainly treason- 
able and, moreover, wicked, in so far 
as it tends to spread false beliefs ; or, 
again, by those who believe in the 
solidarity of races or communities as 
such, and view abandonment of them 
on any ground as a species of dis- 
loyalty and desertion. Nevertheless, 
the phenomenon does occur: and if 
under present-day conditions it looked 
feasible on a mass scale, and not 
merely in the case of a minute per- 
centage of the Jewish people, it would 
perhaps not be as easy to argue 
against it as in fact it is. 

It is as well to say at the outset 
that there is no possible answer to 
or argument with those truly religious 
Jews to whom the preservation of 
Judaism as a faith is m Consequence 
an absolute obligation to which every-

thing, including life itself, must with- 
out hesitation be sacrificed, should 
this choice ever arise. The position 
of all true believers, since their posi- 
tion is in principle not susceptible to 
any argument from history or experi- 
ence, nor to the claims of any form 
of happiness on earth, is for these 
reasons impregnable. But is it so 
clear that those who believe in the 
preservation and transmission of 
“ Jewish values” (which are usually 
something less than a complete 
religious faith, but rather an amalgam 
of attitudes, cultural outlook, racial 
memories and feelings, personal and 
social habits) can justifiably assume 
without question that this form of life 
is Obviously worth saving, even at the 
unbelievable cost in blood and tears 
which has made the history of the 
Jews for two thousand years not so 
much history as a dreadful martyro- 


‘logy? Once the absoluteness of the 


values of unreasoning faith is diluted 
into loyalty to traditional forms of 
life, even though it be sanctified by 
history and the suffering and faith of 
heroes and martyrs in every genera- 
tion, alternative possibilities cannot be 
dismissed out of hand, precisely 
because so much torment accom- 
panies any choice. 


Academic Question 


However, fortunately perhaps for 
those to whom moral problems of this 
type tend to be painful, the question 
turns out to be merely academic. 
Large-scale assimilation has not in 
modern times—whatever may have 
occurred in earlier ages—proved to 
be a practicable alternative. . The 
German Jews who believed in and 
practised it with the sincerest convic- 
tion have suffered the most tragic fate 
of all. Evaporation, in Professor 
Namier’s sense, occurs, indeed, but on 
too negligible a scale; consequently 
the question of whether or not total 
assimilation is permissible or dignified 
or justifiable, or in any respect desir- 
able, is, for good or ill, irrelevant to 
the Jewish problem. As a radical 
solution—that is, as an answer to the 
problems of more than a few indi- 
viduals in exceptional circumstances, 
it has failed. Nor is there any reason, 
if history and sociology have any 
lessons to teach, for thinking that it 
will ever succeed. 

But neither is there any “ future ™ 
in the life of the still frozen heart of

the glacier. However powerful the 
bonds of an ancient and rigid religion 
which permeates the whole of the 
individual's life and organises it into 
a unique discipline, the social disinte- 
gration of the old world which has 
made such a life possible for entire 
communities has gone too far. The 
Jews have, in their history, undergone 
in a somewhat peculiar and abnormal 
fashion, and after a certain time-lag, 
the same historical process as the 
other nations of Europe. The Euro- 
pean Jews were the last community to 
emerge from the Middle Ages; the 
last to be carried into Statehood by a 
national and cultural Risorgimento. 
which, mutatis mutandis (and there 
are fewer mutanda than is usually 
supposed), resembles those of other 
late comers—-particularly the great 
historical partners of Israel in the 
creation of modern civilisation, the 
peoples of Greece ahd of Italy. 


“Community Within a Community ” 


But the process once it has begun 
cannot be evaded: the ancient estab- 
lishment wherein the Jews were 
enabled, even after the Spanish expul- 
sion, to lead a social and religious 
life which was completely sui generis 

‘in Germany, in Italy, in Provence, 
and later in the Russian, Austro-Hun- 
garian, and Turkish Empires——has col- 
lapsed. It was at its height one of 
the most powerful civilisations, albeit 
persecuted, insulated, and without 
influence outside the ghetto walls, that 
can be conceived. It lingered into 
modern history, mainly within the 
frontiers of the Russian Empire, and, 
owing its existence and strength to the 
suspicion and active hostility of the 
government of that Empire, was 
forced to become a community within 
a community ; within this framework, 
despite appalling poverty, the most 
violent political and economic dis- 
crimination, and every form of 
material and moral discouragement, 
the Jews developed a rich and 
independent inner life of their own 
from which sprang those generously 
endowed imaginative, free, unbroken 
Jewish personalities who compare so 
favourably with the better educated, 
but, at times, less spontaneous and 
morally, socially, and aesthetically less 
attractive Jews of the West. Born as 
these latter were, and bred in the more 
tolerant but also more ambivalent 
atmosphere, where the Jews were half 


accepted by their neighbours, and 
lacked the protective influence of a 
social establishment of their own, they 
sometimes turned out to be excessively 
embarrassed, and somehow inadequate 
and wanting, a species of spiritual 
casualties, often exceptionally gifted 
and interesting, subtle, sensitive, sym- 
pathetic, kind-hearted, and excep- 
tionally penetrating, but, for some 
unexplained reason, a source of dis- 
quiet and malaise to themselves and 
others. For it is difficult to deny 
(even though it has been denied) that 
the recent history of this third 
category of Jews-—those who failed 
equally to evaporate and to stay 
frozen——has been, save in those peace- 
ful communities in which they have 
formed quiet and largely unnoticed 
pools, one of anxiety and discomfort ; 
sometimes, indeed, tempered by 
periods of relative tranquillity § in 
which it seemed as if some stable con- 
dition might be achieved at last, but 
then succeeded inevitably by some 
cruel upheaval in which illusions were 
shattered, and the precarious search 
for security and happiness, even if 
there were no hope that they would 
be more than short-lived, began again. 


Wide Creative Output 


In the course. of their troubled and 
frustrated history during the last two 
centuries, the Jews have created 
works of lasting genius in almost 
every sphere of life ; they have served 
the communities in which they lived 
faithfully in many diverse capacities, 
often more devotedly than the other 
natives of the lands in which they 
lived; they have taken every step to 
adapt and adjust themselves con- 
sciously and unconsciously to many 
societies and institutions; they have 
with painful anxiety tried to avoid 
causing irritation to their neighbours ; 
they have often hushed their voices 
to something below a whisper; they 
have imitated their neighbours with 
astonishing skill, and adopted the 
colouring of their environment at 
times with unheard-of rapidity and 
SUCCESS. 

And yet it has all proved unavail- 
ing. They have throughout carried 
within them the uneasy feeling that 
their stoical ancestors, locked nightly 
into their marrow and hideous 
ghettoes, were not merely more digni- 
fied, but more contented, than they ; 
prouder, better, more hated but less 
despised by the outer world. And 
this uneasiness, which rational argu- 
ment failed to dispel, has troubled the 


Jews and troubled their friends, and. 


HE Jewish year 5712 will be the 

first Sabbatical Year since the 

creation of the State of Israel. 

As in former Sabbatical Years, the 

members of religious kibbutzim and 

moshavim will be faced with the many 

problems arising out of the prohibi- 

tion of agricultural activities during 
this year (Lev. xxv, 1-7). 

In Talmudic times the Jews of 
Palestine kept the laws of the 
Sabbatical Year, but the Talmud 
records the view of Rabbi Judah the 
Prince (c. 135-200 c.£.) that the pro- 
hibition had Biblical force only when 
the majority of Jews lived here (Gitt. 
36a. M.K. 2b) This view—adopted 
by the most authoritative of the codes 
—according to which the prohibition 
is nowadays of rabbinic origin, formed 
the basis of the heterim given by later 
generations of scholars to permit work 
in the fields during the year. 


Joseph Caro’s Ruling 

Ir. the sixteenth century the cele- 
brated author of the Shulchan Aruch, 
R. Joseph Caro (1488-1575), well 
aware of the economic difficulties of 
the settlers in Palestine, many of 
whom were refugees from Spain, per- 
mitted work on land belonging to 
non-Jews during the Sabbatical Year, 
on the grounds that such land was not 


consecrated with the sanctity of Eretz . 


Yisrael. Although this view was 
challenged by hjs contemporaries, R. 
Moses ben Joseph di Trani (1505- 
1585) and his son Joseph di Trani 
(1573-1644), it was Caro’s view which 
finally prevailed. 

Towards the end of the last century, 
under the influence of the Chovevei 
Zion movement, Jews began to 
colonise Eretz Yisrael, and the colonists 
turned to the great rabbanim of the 
time for advice. The rabbis of Jeru- 
salem were all opposed to agricultural 
work being carried out.in_ the 
Sabbatical Year, but other prominent 
rabbis, including the world-famous 
Rabbi of Kovno, R. Isaac Ele

Spektor (1817-1896), thought that a 
heter could be found. 

The suggestion was that, seeing that 
the prohibition was rabbinic, and that 
Caro’s view that the prohibition did 
not apply to land owned by non-Jews 
had long been accepted, the land 
could be formally sold to a non-Jew 
(on the lines of the formal sale of 
chametz) so that the Jewish colonists 
would be working on non-Jewish land. 
This ‘heter was relied upon in the 
years 1888, 1895, and 1902. In the 


year 1909 the late Rav Kook (1864- . 


1935), despite fierce and determined 
opposition, placed the heter on a firm 
basis, and his example has been 
followed by the Chief Rabbinate in 
Eretz Yisrael to the present day. 

A perusal of the works and letters 
of Rav Kook on this subject gives us 
an insight into a great rabbinjc per- 
sonality, a devoted leader of his 
people and a firm believer in the 
Torah, seeking with all the keenness 
of his fine intellect and the courage 
of his convictions a means of allowing 
the land to be tended during the 
Sabbatical Year without infringing the 
traditional laws. 


Rabbinic Precedents 


Rav Kook’s opponents pointed to a 
Talmudic passage which forbids the 
sale of land in Palestine to a non- 
Jew (Mish. A.Z, 1. 8., 19b-20a). To 
this Rav Kook retorted, following 
sound rabbinic precedents, that this 
would not apply to a merely formal 
sale, nor would it apply where the 
purpos® of the sale was for the benefit 
of the Yishuv. Furthermore, Rav 
Kook quotes the view that the pro- 
hibition applied only to the sale of 
land to an idolator; the Spanish 
scholars of the Middle Ages had ruled 
that the Arabs were not idolators in 
Jewish law. 


A more serious difficulty was the 
theological one raised in Lev. xxv, 20: 
“ And if ye shall say:* What shall we 
eat in the seventh year”? behold, we 
may not sow, nor gather in our in- 
crease’; then I will cammand My 
blessing upon you in the sixth year...” 
Was not an evasion of the law—albeit 
a legal evasion—a demonstration of 
lack of faith in God's promise? In 
answer to this, Rabbi Joseph Engel. 
another famous advocate of the hAeter. 
advances the ingenious argument that 
the promise could have referred only 
to the period when the law had 
Biblical sanction, not to the present 
day when, as we have seen, the 
whole force of the prohibition is 


rabbinic. 


Preventing Economic Disaster 


Nevertheless, Rav Kook and _ his 
followers were careful to stress that 
the Aeter was a temporary measure as 
a means of preventing economic 


disaster: they looked forward to the 


time when the Yishuvy would be so 
secure that the kibbutzim would be 
able to keep the laws of the Sabbatical 
Year without having to resort to the 
legal device of the formal sale. 

What is the position to-day? Has 
the emergence of the State of Israel 
in any way affected our attitude to 
the problem ? A recent publication 
of the Rabbinical Council of Hapoel 
Hamizrachi, in which rabbinic 
scholars discuss the problem at 
length, comes to the conclusion that, 
from the purely legal point ofeview, 
there appears to be no reason why 
the old fAeter should not be applied 
in the coming year (see HaTorah 
Ve-hamedinah, ed. Saul Israeli, Tel 
Aviv, Nisan 5711-1951). 

Some Israeli rabbis, however, look 
askance at Jews resorting to a heter 


of this kind to-day. For obvious 
reasons, the sale of land—even a 
formal sale-—to Arabs is to-day a very 
delicate matter. These rabbis have 
explored the possibility of a different 
heter, first suggested by Naphtali Zevi 
Judah Berlin (1817-1893), according to 
which the land is declared to be 
abandoned (hefker). 

This heter, although it is said to 
have met with the approval of Dr. 
Herzog. the Israeli Chief Rabbi, does 
not appear to have commended itself 
to the other members of the Rabbin- 
ical Court of Jerusalem. It is there- 
fore almost certain that the procedure 
which will be adopted by the religious 
kibbutzim and moshavim (apart from 
those of the Agudas Israel) will be 
that of the heter of the formal sale. 


‘On the advice of some authorities, a 


portion of land in each kibbutz will 
be left fallow so that, at least in these 
ortions, the law will be kept without 
Sled to rely on the heter (see Leor 
HaHalachah, by S. Savin, Jer. 1946, 
p. 97). 


Spiritual Emphasis 


So much for the legal aspect, The 
Hapoel Hamizrachj periodical stresses 
the need for emphasising the spiritual 
aspects of the Sabbatical Year. One 
of the original purposes of the 
“Sabbath of the Land” appears to 
have been that the people should be 
free for spiritual pursuits. It is there- 
fore suggested that the coming year 
be proclaimed in Israel as a year of 
intensive Torah study and a streng- 
thening of Jewish values. 

Could not this example be followed 
here? There are great possibilities 
in one year out of every seven being 
devoted to a spiritual stock-taking. 
The proclamation by our religious 
authorities of such a year of devotion 
would have the effect of forging even 
stronger links with Israel and of help- 
ing Our Community to achieve spiritual 
regeneration.

has infected all discussion of the sub- 
ject, as if something lay concealed 
which could not be mentioned in the 
course of it, and yet was the centre 
of the entire problem. 

This queer status of the problem 
itself—that its mere mention should 
cause suspicion and embarrassment-—— 
is something which for the last 
hundred years or so those interested 
in the Jewish destiny, Jews and Gen- 
tiles, friends and enemies, have tire- 
lessiy and not very successfully 
sought to explain. Perhaps another 
simile may throw some light, if not 
upon the solution, at any rate upon 
the nature of the ancient Judenfragé 
itself, 


‘THE position of the Jews, so suddenly 

liberated towards the end of the 
eighteenth and the beginning of the 
nineteenth centuries, was not unlike 
that of travellers who by some series 
of accidents find themselves among a 
tribe with whose customs they are not 
familiar. The reaction of the tribe 
to the strangers is uncertain. They 
may Or may not welcome them. They 
may kill them or expel them, or, 
alternatively, accept’ them, or even 
worship them. The first thing the 
strangers must do, if they are to sur- 
vive at all, is to make themnsélves 
familiar with the habits and modes of 
behaviour of the tribe. The members 
of the tribe themselves do not need 
to do this: they live the life they live, 
they eat, drink, talk, sing, look for 
means of subsistence, love and hate, 
without needing to be aware of how 
these processes are carried on, or 
what each next step will be. The 
strangers, on the other hand, being 
alien to this mode of life, find little 
they can take for granted: on the 
contrary, they find it necessary to do 
everything they can to find out how 
their hosts “function.” They must 
get this right, otherwise they may 
easily find themselves in trouble. They 
must not miscalculate, or their sur- 
vival is in jeopardy. Their principal 
purpose is to investigate and form a 
clear picture of how members of the 
tribe think and act, and try to fit 
themselves into their form of life. 


Personal Identification 


. Consequently, if they are at all gifted, 
they presently become exceptionally 
knowledgeable about the life of the 
tribe. They know far more about its 
habits than the members of the tribe 
know, or need to know, themselves, 
for upon accurate knowledge of this 
kind the strangers’ freedom and 
happiness—their life  itself—directly 
depends, whereas that of the tribe 
does not. 

So much jabour and devotion to 
the life and outlook of other people 
induces a natural affection for and 
devotion to it, a sense of personal! 
identification with, and dedication to, 
a subject which has absorbed all the 
time, gifts, energy, emotional 
resources of the researcher. The 
strangers become primary authorities 
on the natives: they codify their lan- 
guage and their customs, they com- 
pose the tribe’s dictionaries and 
encyclopedias, interpret the 
native society to the outside world. 
With every year their knowledge and 
love of it, their fascination with all 
that it is and does, become greater. 
If their enterprise is successful, they 


feel that they understand the natives | 


so profoundly, so much better than 
they understand themselves, that they

The Jerusalem Decisions

JEWISH CHILD'S DAY 
Dr. Cohen on Increased 


Activities 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The increased activities of Jewish 
Child's Day were referred to by Dr. A. 
Cohen, President of the Board of Depu- 
ties, at a meeting at the Rose Hertz Hall, 
Woburn House, on Tuesday, of head- 
masters, teachers, and chairmen of 
local education committees, called in 
order to enlis their co-operation for 
Jewish Child's Day (of which Tne 
JewisH CHRONICLE jis the patron). Dr. 
Israel Feldman, joint-Chairman, presided. 


Link with C.B.F. 


Jewish Child’s Day, said Dr. Cohen, 


began with a very modest target in a very 
restricted field and now found i neces- 
sary to enlarge its work. The main 
reason was that it was linked to another 
Jewish organisation, the Ceniral British 
Fund, which had done marvellous work, 
but which, it seemed very “probable, 
would gradually wind up its. affairs. 
Jewish Child's Day now saw the oppor- 
tunity of taking over the responsibilities 
of. the C.B.F.. in connection with the 
“ derelict " children abroad. Help for 
Youth Aliyah would still be one of its 
aims. The welfare of Jewish children in 
Israc! would ceriainly come within its 
scope in the future. as it had done in the 
past. But under the enlarged programme 
Jewish children. wherever they needed 
care. relhef, and help, wou'd receive it 
from the organisation, so far as iis means 
allowed. 

The Jewish Childs Day movement, 
added Dr. Cohen, would now underiake 
work on a much larger scale than u had 
done hitherto. In view of this it was 
essential that the means at its disposal 
should be correspondingly increased. 


Target of £40,000 


Dr. Cohen said that last year £13,000 
was collected, to which Jewish children 
in their classes and schools had contri- 
buied just under a quarter—~-£3,000, it 
was hoped this year to raise £40,000, and, 
therefore. correspondingly they hoped 
that the children would raise £10,000 By 
enlisting their children in this cause they 
would prevent the Jewish child in Ene- 
land from suflering from a_ sense of 
isolauion The remembrance of what 
was done (o he'p a-needy child in some 
other pari of the world would leave an 
impression upon the heart and mind of 
that chiuid and create a bond of umon 
berween him and Jewry throughout the 
world 

He also appealed to the audience to 
co-operaic m the appeal to the Jewish 
children during the coming Chanucah,

Sin,—We were interested to read Mr. 

er’s account last week of his 

visit to a oscow synagogue, as it is 

evidently the same one that we Visited 
early in August. 

Our discussions there seem to have gone 
along very similar lines, but there are one 
or two discrepancies in his report from 
the information in our jon. We 
had the advantage of being able to carry 
out a long conversation in Yiddish, and it 
is probable that this explains the differ- 
ences. 

On the question of Hebrew and Yiddish 
publications, we were informed that in the 
days of the Tsars, restrictions were placed 
on the right of Jews to live in Moscow, 
and therefore there never was a Hebrew 
publishing house in that city. Hebrew 
books were and still are imported from 
Vilna. As far as Yiddish publications are 
concerned, one member of the congrega- 
tion told us that a friend of his had 


brought local Jewish newspapers when - 


he came last winter on a visk from 
Biro-Bidjan. 

We were assured that kasher food is 
obtainable and supervised by the officials 
of the synagogue, and that special sup- 
plies for Holy-days, such as matzot, were 
available by arrangement with the appro- 
priate Government institution, I think 
that Mr. Spyer will agree that this is quite 
consistent with the general freedom of 
the individual to practise his personal 
teligious and traditional observances. 

Other evidence of this we saw in our 
visit to the mikvah in the basemem of 
synagogue—-on the occasion of our 
second attendance. Then we took part 
in the most devout Friday night service, 
and had the pleasure of meeting the 
young cantor, and hearing an exceptional 
voice. The synagogue was brightly lit, 
and we were impressed by the friendly 
interest of the passers-by, who stood at 
the wide open door and quietly listened. 

These are the human touches thai we 
will remember when we are influenced to 
be carried along by the daily hysteria of 
anti-Soviet propaganda, and in remember- 
ing such things we will be furthering 
the better understanding between our two 
communities.

Co-ordinated Effort 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 
From the CHIEF RABBI and Others 


Sia,—We would like to welcome your 
leader of last week, in which you draw 
the attention of the Jewish public to the 
urgent need of food for Isracl. We hope 
that as a result the Jewish public will 
realise much more how great this ope 
is, and how much more musi done 
by them to help, particularly the large 
number of new immigrants in Israel, 
whose need is so desperate. 

But we would jike at the same time 
to take the opportunity of pointing out 
that there is a National ‘dinated 
Food and Clothing Campaign in ecx- 
tence, which you reported at the time it 
was launched, in your issue of F 
9, 1951 

This campaign is headed on behalf of 
our two organisations by the Marchioness 
of Reading, the Viscountess Samuel, Mrs. 
Brodie, Mrs. Elath, Mrs. Rebecca Sieff, 
and Mrs. Gaon. Our two organisations 
certainly have “ the necessary experience ” ; 
and these names do “ command 
respect” and support for the task we 
have taken in hand. The situation, as 
you rightly say, obviously calls for a 
co-ordinated communal effort, which is 
exactly the aim of our co-ordinated 
campaign. 

The response to our appeal has been 
very considerable, with the result that we 
have sent large numbers of cons! ms 
of essential foodstuffs and ing to 
Israel. 

It must not be forgotten that we are 
working under extreme difficulties in this 
country because of food shortages and 
rauioning, and akhough the authorities 
accord us all possible facilities, the 
purchase of food is severely -restricted. 

At the time when our co-ordinated 
appeal was launched the emphasis was 
primarily on clothing; since then the 
stuation has unfortunately changed, and 
food has now. become equally important. 

What is needed is that articles like your 
editorial of last week should be taken 
much more to heart by the community 
as a whole, and that many more should 
contribute, and in larger measure than 
hitherto. 

_ Immediately we learned of the new food 

mtuation in Isracl we decided to call a 
National Co-ordinated Conference to 
urge the need on the community. It was 
only because of the holiday season and 
the near approach of the Holy-days that 
we found it necessary to hold over this 
Co-ordinated Conference until a more 
suitable period; it will be called at the 
first Opportunity when we can expect an 
attendance worthy of the occasion. 

We are sure that wih your continued 


support of our campaign the response 
from the Jewish public in this country 
will prove to be a worthy one, which will 

y its proper part in helping our 
cliow-Jews in Isracl.

Emergency Appeal 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn CHronicie 


Sin—No person with any Jewish 
feeling of rachmanut can fail to be 
touched by the report of near-famine 
conditions in Israci, published in your 
issue of last week on the front pase 
Since there is immediate need for basic 
foodstuffs, if even to tide the unfortunate 
people over the time until new delivery 
contracts begin to be fulfilled, 1 make 
the following suggestion. 

Just as much as we have the J.P.A. 
to collect money for Israel, and the 
scheme for “ Clothing for Israel,” could 
not the same authority appeal to Jews 
in England, knowing their generosity for 
even r causes, to contribute certain 
basic foodstuffs? For example, many 
people would be willing to send, say two 
cewts. of potatoes cach, or a sack of 
flour, or a case of tomato soup to some 
cemra] place. 

If the response is = enough, then a 
small. ship could be artered to send 
this food at once to Isracl where it could 
immediately be used. People should send 
not moncy but the actual foodstuffs, 
and of course these should be confined 
to those allowed’ to be exporied from 
Britain without export licences. The fact 
that goods and not money would be 
accepted: by the central. collecting 
authority, would impress on senders the 
gravity of the present situation, and 
would ensure satisfaction to the senders 
that they are doing something practical 
to relieve, if only temporarily, the misery 
of hungry humans. 

I do not put this idea forward as a 
long-term policy, but only as a stop-gap 


measure to meet an emergency. I think 
that the organisations collecting clothes 
could easily cope with any foodstuffs 


sent. I also do not pretend that. the 
method of working is perfect, but if 
those more versed in such matters could 
deal with #, then we in this country 
would at least know that we have paid 
more than lip-service to the present plight 
of.our Isracli brethren.

HEYDAY IN ALIE STREET 


Some Reminiscences 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CwRONICLE 


Sin,—The very kind but unduly flatter- 
ing reference to me in your issue of Sep- 
tember 14 prompts me to write to you to 
record that some of the happiest hours 
of my life were spent (well over half a 
century ago) in the precincts of the Jewish 
Working Men's Club. 

One of the chief promoters of the club 
was my late brother, Laurence Isaacs,

AMERICAN MEMORIAL TO 6,000,000 JEWS 


Objection to Sculptor 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn 
From Mr. MAX SOKOL 


Sim,—You have recently reported from 
New York the decision taken there to 
crect a memorial 10 the 6,000,000 Jews 
murdered in Europe by the bands of 
Haler, Goering, and Goebbels. Accord- 
ing to the report, Ivan Méestrovic has 
been appointed as the sculptor to execute 
the memorial. 

I know and admire Mestrovic’s work, 
and i I question the selection of this 
sculptor it is mot on artistic grounds. 
But when we are considering the erection 
of a memorial to the millions of Jews 
murdered by the Nazis, it scams to me 
important not to overlook the fact that 
during the Nazi régime Mestrovic was 
looked on with favour by the Nazi 
leaders as one of the “ genuine Aryan ” 
artists who were used for their racial 
propaganda against the so-called 
degenerate Jewish artists. 

Ai a ume when I, as a Jewish sculptor 
working in Germany, was ostracised with 
all my fellow-Jewish artists. from Max 
Lieberman downwards, Mestrovic allowed 
himself to be paraded in Berlin by 
Goering and Goebbels as their ideal of 
* Aryan art.” 


I have in front of me now the cata- 


logue of the exhibition of Mestrovic’s 
works held during June, 1935. in the 


Reichstag building in Berlin, with Her- 
mann Goering, imster Presidem of 
Prussia, and Josef Goobbels, Reichs- 


minister, heading the Exhibition Com- 
mittee. 

The exhibition was arranged by the 
Judenrein German Academy of Art, in 
co-operation with the Society of Friends 
of Germany (Nazi Germany) in Agram. 
which is Mestrovic’s home town. The 
introduction to the exhibition catalogue 
Says quite clearly that those who 
arranged « did so because they con- 
sidered Mestrovic, who quite clearly 
must have accepied their definition, one 
of the artists “who are rooted in race 
and soil.” Mestrovic also made busts 
of Hitler and Goebbels. 

I do not suggest that Mestrovic should 
be osiracised for this reason. He is a 
great sculptor and he can still enrich the 
world with his sculptures. But it seems 
to me highly inappropriate that he. of 
all the sculptors in the world, among 
whom there is, for instance, such a great 
Jewish sculptor as Jacob Epstein, should 
be employed for the monument which is 
to be the memorial for the 6.000.000 Jews 
who were murdered by Hitler, Goering, 
and Goebbels. 


THE LAW OF CHALITZA 
Call for Beth Din Action 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
From Rabbi 8. MESTEL 


Sir,—As a former member of a Beth 
Din of a community much smaller than 
that of London, I can feel nothing but 
gratitude to the Beth Din for the impor- 
tant, responsible, and arduous duties iH 
performs for the good of the community. 

For reasons based on personal experi- 
ence, | would not be inclined to disparage 
or belittle their activities. At the same 
time I am at a loss to understand why 
that body has been reluctant to adopt 
means to prevent unscrupulous people 
from perpetrating terrible scandals in con- 
nection with the Mosaic Law of Chalitza 
—the law which states that if a man dies 
childless his wife cannot remarry unless 
the ceremony of Chalitza is first per- 
formed. 

It has come to my notice that there are 
people in the community who hold such 
poor women to ransom and are prepared 
\o free them only on receipt of large sums 
of money. 

In olden times such people were efiec- 
tively dealt with by the Beth Din by 
means of Cherem (excommunication) or 
corporal punishment. In cases where such 
means could not be adopted—for 
instance, if the brother happened to be a 
renegade, of in times when hfe was 
insecure and the brother disappeared— 
the rabbis, taking their stand on Talmud 
Babli 3”3 110b, against the Yerushalmi, 


quoted by Mordecai 35 7). 
inserted into the marriage service a 
formula whereby in case of her 


husband's death she, ipso facto, became 
free to marry without having to’ go 
through the ceremony of Chaliiza (See 


commentaries to 157 Jax Vo. 
and y’/p and commentaries 


Since the Beth Din is aware of the 
scandal that is being perpetrated in our 
midst in connection with this law, it 
would be fully justified in adopting the 
same course, so that evilly disposed 
people are deprived of the power of prcey- 
ing on the innocent and unfortunate. 

It is true that some rabbis, basing their 
opinion on the Yerushalmi, were against 
such a formula. But, in my. humble 


opinion, it is a case where we should . 


follow the principle: RMS 
ty “ The opinion which inclines to 


leniency should be preferred.”

* Uganda’ instead of Eas Africa, -siress- 
ing that ‘this terminological confusion 
has done inde good to Chamberlain's 
reputation! °*’ Your correspondent is of 
the opinion that “Mr. Amery docs 
recisely the opposite: he exoncrates 
Herzl and blames Chamberiain.— 


Had Mr. Carrington read correctly 
both the book and my review, he would 
have found no reason for writing his 
letter. Mr. Amery says, on page 264: 
“It will be noted thal, in describing this 
conversation, Herzl wrote of ‘ Uganda.’ 
His use of this name is at the origin of 


a curious confusion.” The objective 
reader will agree with me thai “ his 
use refers to Herzl and not to Cham- 


berlain. Nowhere in his book does Mr. 
Amery state that Chamberlain had 
actually used the term “ Uganda ” 


mstead of East Africa. 

I did not concern myself in my review 
with the question who spoke of 
“Uganda” and thus caused litt!e good 
to Chamberlain's reputation, but with 
correcting Mr: Amerys erroneous con- 
clusion. I pointed to the fact that, from 
the moment East Africa was offered, 
Herzl never used the term “ Uganda,” 
and accordingly could not have 
caused the curious confusion. At the 
same time, | pointed out that the con- 
temporary press and lierature did not 
bear out the statement that Chamber- 
lain's reputation was affected by the 
reference to “ Uganda” instead of East 
Africa, whoever may have used i. 

The other matters raised by Mr. Car- 
rington were not dealt wah by me ai all, 
an ae. therefore, beyond the point. 
However. on principle I should like to 
say that an alleged antisemitic phrase of 
Chamberlain's does not alter the fact that 
he was the first British statesman to 
understand the world poliical impor- 
tance of Zionism and to act accordingly ; 
and Mr. Garvin's sland in Palestine 
affairs in 1936-39 does not alter the fact 
that his biography of Chamberlain is an 
excellent work, worthy to serve aS a 
model for any. writer of a biography.

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ISRAEL’S NEED FOR 
ENGINEERS

The urgent need for engineers in 
Isracl was stressed by Mrs. Rachel S. 
Friedland, semor fecturer in building 
material at the Haifa Technion, when she 
spoke at the Anglo-Israch Club recently. 

Mr. Cyril Q: Henriques presided. The 
lecture was jointly arranged by Patwa and 
the Technion Society of Great Britain. 

Recalling the beginnings of the Haifa 
Technion, Mrs. Friedland said that from 
its very start it suffered from a lack of 
funds, space, and equipment. Neverthe- 
less, great progress was made. The Tech- 
mon began as one Faculty. It now had 
five Faculties and a department of chemi- 
cal engineering. An acronautical depart- 
ment was in the process of organisation 
under Professor Sidney Goldstein. The 
Technion opened in 1924. In the first year 
it had 25 students. This number increased 
to 100 in the first four years and to-day 
it had 1,000 full-time day students. 

There was a great lack of engineers and 
architects in the country, said Mrs. Fried- 
land. They appreciated the difficulty of 
finding men of high professional and 
academic qualifications who would be 
ong ge to go to a new country, live the 

ife of a pioncer, and to share the diffi- 
culties of austerity. But they hoped that 
at least the professors would come from 
abroad. The Technion would provide 
housing, pay their fares and transport 
expenses, and would help them to seitle 
in their new surroundings.

CUCUMBERS 


Ridge cucumbers can be fried, sewed, 
or baked, and are very good served with 
fish or meat dishes. 

To Fry. Use small cucumbers, pee! 
them and boil in salted water for 5 
minutes, then drain and dry them im 4 
cloth. Then cut them into four pieces 
lengthways. Roll them in seasoned flour 
and fry in very lntde fat till golden brown 
on both sides 


To Stew. Boil as above, then drain 
and cut into dice or slices. To each }¢ pt. 
of cucumber allow i Pt of white sauce 
or thickened gravy. ix together, season 
with salt, pepper, and lemon juice, and 
simmer gemtiy till tender—10-15 minutes. 


Te Bake. Peel cucumbers, then cut 
into dice. Put a layer in a greased fire- 
proof dish, sprinkle with lemon juice and 
grated onion, and then with bread- 
crumbs, dot wih margarine, and repeat 
the layers. Bake in a moderate oven 
about 50 minutes, keeping « covered for 
the first half hour.

HE Book of Psalms, which for 

the most part was written by 
King David, has always been 
regarded as the most human of books : 
it has tmspired poets, essayists, and 
preachers, it has brought comfort to 
the sorrowful and hope two the 


ou may recall that David, before 
he became king, was a si shepherd 
lad. In the stillness the might, 
while he was guarding his father’s 
flocks, his thoughts turned to his 
Heavenly Father who looked on the 
ople as His sheep. If you read 
Psalm 23 you will notice words and 
phrases that would readily come to a 
shepherd, such as " green pastures ” 
and the “still waters. 

After his battle with Goliath, David 
became attached to the bodyguard of 
King Saul, and later he was forced to 
flee and hide in the Cave of Adullam. 
In Psalm 57 he prays to God, “ Be 
gracious unto me O God... for in 
Thee hath my soul taken refuge.” 
Each Psalm has an association with an 
event in his life. In some instances it 
is the great conquering king who 
speaks, while in others the writer is 
full of regret and repentance. 

We can imagine the joy in_ the 
King's face after he captured Jeru- 
salem and brought back the Ark of the 
Covenant. Doubtless Psalm 24 was

composed at that time, “Who shall 
ascend the mountain of the Lord ? 
And who shall stand in His Holy 
Place?" asks the Psalmist, and the 
great procession following the Ark to 
its home answers: “He that hath 
clean hands, and a pure heart.” Prob- 
ably Psalm 100 was also sung on this 
occasion. The king here bursts into 
song and praise : ter into His gates 
with thanksgiving, and into His courts 
with praise. 

In Psalm 104 (which is read on 
Shabbat afternoons in winter) we get 
a remarkable picture of the Creation : 
“Who siretchest out the heavens like 
a curtain” and “ Thou didst cover it 
(the carth) with the deep as with a 
vesture; the waters stood above the 
mountains.” We are told in beautiful 
language how the waters came “ Who 
sendest forth springs into the valleys : 
they run between the mountains.” 
And, after the waters, came “ grass to 
spring up for the cattle and herbs for 
the service of man.” The Psalmist is 
overcome by the marvels of creation 
and he cries in the fulness of joy, “I 
will sing unto the Lord as long as I 
live. I will sing praise to my God 
while I have any being.” 

The “Songs of Degrees” 

Fifteen Psalms (120-134) are called 
the “Songs of Degrees.” It is said 
that they were sung on the steps in 
the Temple by the Levites and prob- 
ably also by the pilgrims on their 
journeys three times a year to Jeru- 
salem. There are two of them which 
are very familiar to you: Psalm 121, 
“] will lift up mine eyes unto the 
mountains: from whence shall my 
help come?” and Psalm 126 (sung 
before grace every Shabbat and Yom- 
tov): “When the Lord brought back 
those that retirned to Zion, we were 
like unto them that dream.” On 
Sabbaths and Festivals we sing these 
words of the Psalmist, who probably 
composed the poem while returning 
from the Babylonian exile. He recalls 
how “The Lord hath done great 
things " and expresses the hope that 
“they that sow in tears shall reap in 
joy.”

feel at one with the native civilisa- 


tion, they feel—not unjustifiably— 
that they are its best friends, its cham- 
pions, and its prophets. In the end 


they are prepared not merely to live, 
but to die for it, and, if need be, with 
it, no less bravely, and perhaps with 
passion, than the natives 
themselves. 

Nevertheless, the natives often fail 
to reciprocate these sentiments. They 
may wonder at, admire, sometimes 
grow fascinated by the strangers, grow 
fond, even very fond, of them, but 
their feelings, however benevolent or 
respectful, are, at best, those felt 
towards strangers—persons the very 
quality of whose excellence goes with 
their being in some sense different 
from, and outside, the tribal structure. 
The strangers are at first puzzied by 
this sense of distance, and then 
become indignant and protest: how 
can it be that they are treated as 
being in some sense alien, they who 
have given their life and treasure and 
all their intellectual and moral gifts 
to the welfare at home and justifica- 
tion abroad of the native community 

have done so much more than most 
of the natives themselves are prepared 
to do? But this is precisely the 
reason for which they are felt to be 
outsiders—their understanding ts too 
sharp, their devotion too great, they 
are experts on the tribe, not members 
of it. They are its servants, perhaps 
its. saviours, but they are not homo- 


geneous with it. They are altogether 
too anxious to please: indeed, too 
anxious. to be whatever it is. the, 
protest so much-——and to ail appear- 
ances sO plausibly—that they surely 
are. 
Passion for Truth 
One of the factors which makes 


them different is precisely thts exces- 
sive interest in the tribe and its for- 
tunes; and as an inevitable con- 
comitant, their unique passion for get- 
ting things right and for arriving at 
the truth. For without this they 
cannot function: they cannot afford 
ta look on the world with uncritical 
eves. and mercly live and dic, suffei 
normal pains . and. enjoy normal 
pleasures, tike the natives: for not 
being automatically adjusted to the 
life of the native community they 
must perpetually, and particularly 
when some failure to connect with 
the natives occurs, examine and 
re-cxamine their situation, and in par- 
ticular their relationships with the 
natives: for unless they do this they 
may commit blunders, and fall foul 
of the tribe. 

This puts a premium, no less strong 
because only half conscious, on 
obtaining the correct view of the facts, 
lack of which may prove fatal to 
them. Hence, the strangers grow to 
be peerless analysts of the social con- 
ditions of the tribe. During periods 
of boom they describe the tribal suc- 
cesses accurately, and, indeed, adver- 
tise them with pride and enthusiasm, 
and are correspondingly popular. But 
their sense of truth never abandons

fidelity and sharpness, and make 
themselves correspondingly 
lar; at such moments the natives feel 
net so much that what they are being 
told is in itself unpalatable, although 
it may well be so, but that those who 
say it occu some outside vantage 
point, and that the diagnosis is a little 
too objective and too cool, that those 
who pronounce it are in some sense 
foreign specialists, identified with the 
fate of their client not “ organically,” 
but by some fortuitous accident ; con- 
sequently, the tribe turns upon them, 
and pursues them with particular 
ferocity the more they speak, however 
true or valuable or important their 
words may be. 


Stranger and Native 


The strangers, who are by this time 
so thoroughly identified in their. own 
minds with the natives that these 
attacks seem to them gratuitous as 
well as cruelly unjust, as a rule cannot 
understand their cause; for shrewd 
and self-critical as. they may be in 
other respects, they must harbour at 
least one illusion—that they are truly 
members of the tribe; for upon thts 
their entire position, and capacity for 
working for the tribe, must necessarily 
rest. This is so, because their whole 
life and all thetrr values depend upon 
the assumption that they can by con- 
scious eflort live the life of the 
natives, and acquire complete security 
through pursuing, if need be by means 
of artificial techniques, those activities 
which the natives perform by nature 
and spontancously. This must not be 
questioned, since unless it is true, the 
presence of the strangers among the 
natives can never be wholly free from 
danger, and their enormous eflort, -the 
acquisition of a special kind of intel- 
lectual and moral power of vision 
with which they have seen into the 
heart of the native system, must turn 
out to have been a gigantic snare and 
delusion: to have taken in them, 
perhaps, but not the natives, whose 
instincts continue to tell them that 
the strangers, who by this time look 
like natives, speak hke them; even 
react hke them, nevertheless lack 
something, want of. which prevents 
them from being native. What that 
something is neither the natives nor 
the strangers can quite specify, the 
strangers being particularly skilled at 
refuting crude’ or malicious native 
theories about what the impalpable 
something ts. 


Heightened Differences 


Nevertheless, it is there-——the differ- 
ence—-and the strangers’ anxiety to 
deny it merely attracts further atten- 
tion to their un-native conduct: for 
the natives would themselves never 
dedicate themselves to refuting some- 
thing alleged to be so patently false 
with so much fervour and such a 
wealth of apparently unanswerable, 
yet, in the end, unconvincing, argu- 
ment. The more desperately the 
strangers argue, the more vividly their 
differences from the natives stand out ; 
indeed, the anxiety to deny the dif- 
ference is itself a barrier to its dis- 
appearance. 

Other strangers--Normans among 
the Franks, Huguenots among the 
English, Gauls in Asia Minor, are 
content and recognise themselves for 


what others take them to be 
strangers, believers in strange 
religions, followers of unfamiliar 


customs: and this may involve them 
in unpopularity or even acute perse- 
cution, but there is nothing obscure 
or problematic about their identity or 
status ; and they merge with the sur- 
rounding population only when they 
lose their special physical, or social, 
or spiritual characteristics, by inter- 
marriage or other forms of social 
fusion. ‘ But the strangers we speak 
of -are unique in retaining their 
peculiar attributes, especially their 
religious views, while stoutly denying 
that these peculiarities are of crucial 
importance, or relevant to their rela- 
tionship to the tribe in which they 
dwell.- This attitude rests on a 
delusion, which is, nevertheless, for 
the most part sincerely and honour- 
ably accepted as a reality by both 
sides, but which, being half felt as a 
delusion, communicates a sense of 
desperate embarrassment to those who 
seck to examine it: as if a mystery 
were being approached to the belief 
in the non-existence of which both 
sides are pledged, yet the reality of 
which both at least suspect. ,

PICTORIAL BIBLE 


Bible. By Lewis

In his preface to this book, the author 
(who diced in 1949) explained that it had

grown out of a feeling of frustration in 


his early Sunday School experiences, and 
the remark of a small boy that the Bibic 
did not seem real, unhke “ Treasure 
Island,” which had a map ihside the 
cover, so that he knew his way around. 
Lewis Browne followed .the idea up, 
realising that by a map the boy did not 
mean one of “those modern coloured 
things with names printed all over 
them"; tor a map to be real to small 
boys and giris « must be of the old- 
fashioned kind, with dolphins, galicons. 
and hints of buried treasure. The present 
book ts an attempt to produce just that, 
while retaining the accuracy of the maps 
contained in the modern reference books 
and atlases of the Bible. The letterpress, 
which the author found that he had to 
add in order to supplement the story 
conveyed by the charts themselves, 
merely gives the Biblical story in bare 
outinme. 


Cartography 


Lewis Browne's instinct was right, but 
Ht 18 a pity that he did not invoke the 
aid of a professional artist or cario- 
yrapher instead of drawing the maps 
cimmecil, for he was unfortunately not a 
sufficiently good artist to carry out the 
enterprise successfully with his own pen, 
Indeed, he has given us so many sketch- 
maps~-far more than are necessary— 
that such artistic merits as they do evince 
are obscured by their frequency and 
monotony. One may overlook a few 
ships in spalling and nomenclature, but 
the camels, dolphins, and ships that 
appear with unfailing regularity on nearly 
every map are such old I{riends by the 
time we have read half-way through the 
book that they fail to arouse any excite- 
ment. One thinks by contrast of the 
fascination that lurks in those maps of 
Palestine that one discovered with such 
rapture as a child within the covers of 
some of the old Passover Hagadot 
such as the famous Amsierdam print of 


1695. Ht is true that reproductions of 
such clegance can scarcely be hoped for 
within the austerity limits imposed 


cheap printing to-day; but the element 
of imagination in the old maps need not 
have been lost. The main value of this 
attempt will be in the competition that 
it may stimulate in other artists and 
publishers.

C.B.F. WARDS’ SCHOLASTIC 
ATTAINMENTS 


By a Jewisn CurRonicie Reporter 


A number of Jewish war orphans who, 
for six years, languished in concentration 
camps, and who were brought to this 
country by the Central British Fund, 

ve not only achieved physical nor- 
mality, but have distinguished themselves 
in the scholastic field. 

In 1950 the C.B.F. had 700 wards 
under ms care. Of these, 25 were placed 
in British yeshivot and about the same 
number, who had matricwated, pro- 
ceeded to colleges and afterwards to the 
university. 

Of the latter group an outstanding 
example is Jerzy Herizberg, who came 
to this country in 1945 from Theresien- 
stadt, having been previously in Ausch- 
witz and other camps. He no only 
obtained First Class Honours in his final 
B.Sc. examination at the University of 
London, but has been recommended for 
the Sherbrooke Post-graduate Siudent- 
ship in Mathematics, a highly coveted 
honour at the wnrversity.

The profit of nearly 18.000.000 sterling ix a 
record mm the long history of the company. it 
m Satisfactory that all sections of the company 
have contributed to this substantial increase of 
a over £°,000,000 The Scotch Whisky 
Biending Companies continucd to have-—and, in 
fact, sull have-—the of the adjusted prict« 
for the US.A., Canada, and other parts of the 
world, following the devaluation of sterling. 
This brought additional revenue to the com- 
panies, aithough there was an offset to this in 
the incre@gged costs of production and selling.

The 
general icvel of prices may turn downwards 
without much warning, with substantial losses 
tw be faced in the future. As a conseduencc. 
the Board decided w create a stock contingen- 
cies feserve and appropriate thereto out of 
profits the sum of £440.500. It appears certain-— 
at lcast at this stage that a similar course will 
have to be adopted at the end of the current 
year. Prudence. if not safety. will demand it.

cial Secretary to the Treasury worthy of repeti- 
tion. He said: 

"The highest marks of all go wo the 
Whisky industry and if one measures it in 
terms Of dollars its record is far more 
remarkable and better than that of any other 
industry It is a remarkable feat by the 
great Soottish industry to bave carned this 
high amount of dollars and yielded s much 
revenue to the Exchequer at the same time.”

Israeli Statement at Ecosoc Meeting

GENBVA 

Arab opposition to Israel's inclusion 
in a pr economic commission for 
the East caused the United 
Nations Beoonomic and Social Council, 
mecting here in plenary session on Friday 
of last week, temporarily to shelve its 
$415,000 deve em scheme, which had 
been proposed by its ad hoc committee. 

The previous day Mr. Menahem 
Kahany, permanent Isracli delegate to 
the European Headquarters of the U.N. 
and a member of the Israeli delegation, 
told a plenary meeting of the council 
that Israel would be giad to contribute 
to the progress of the Arab countries 
if the Slate were given the opportunity. 
He accused the Arab Governments of 
preparing for a “ second military adven- 
ture” and of atiempting to strangle 
Israc! cconomically. 

The Israch delegate added: “ Contrary 
to the position among our Arab neigh- 
bours, who witness with extreme fear 
and suspicion any developments which 
promote Israel's progress in the economic 
and social spheres, we Israclis would 
sincerely rejoice at seeing the Arabs 
embark on the road of economic develop- 
ment and social advancement.” 


It was Israel's contention, Mr. Kahany 
continued, that the situation in the 
Middle East demanded the establishment 
of a regional organ of the U.N., which, 

taking account of the vital interests 

all the peoples of that area, would 
promote co-operation between them in 
the economic, social, and cultural 
spheres. 

“ Many political problems (including, 
for instance, that of the Arab refugees. 
the blame for whose plight rests squarely 
on the shoulders of the Arab political 
leaders), which to-day appear intractable 
and are stirred up the better to breed 
hatred and resentment, would immedi- 
ately cease to be acute and might find a 
satisfactory solution were the representa- 
tives Of the people of the Middle East 
to meet round a table and try to reach 
agreemem On an cconomic programme 
for mutual aid.”

West German Government's

GENEVA 

The United Nations Economic and 
Social Council (Ecosoc), which is meetin 
here, has approved a resolution propose 
by its Social Committee informing the 
West German Government that the 
investigation and certification of individual 
claims against that Government by sur- 
viving victims of medical experiments in 
Nazi concentration camps is a matter of 
primary responsibility for the West Ger- 
man authorities. 

The resolution notes the report of 
the U.N. Secretary-General concerning the 
plight of these survivors; welcomes the 
decision of the West German Government 
to assume responsibility for this problem 
and appeals to that Government to render 
assistance on the most generous scale pos- 
sible: invites Governments and agencies 
to assist in investigating individual cases 
of victims of so-called scientific experi- 
ments not residing within Western Ger- 
many: ahd also imvites the occupying 
authorities in Germany, as well as the 
German authorities concerned, to give 
sympathetic consideration to applications 
for the remittance of funds to victims who 
are now living outside Germany.

SHIPS ON “ BLACK LIST” 
PASS THROUGH SUEZ 


Refused Port Facilities 


Port Saip 

Five black-listed ships, including four 
petrol tankers, have passed through the 
Suez Canal since the Umied Nations 
Security Council called on Egypt to hft 
its blockade of Israeli-bound ships. 

This is shown in the latest Canal ship: 
ping returns, which also reveal — that 
petrol tanker traffic through the Canal} in 
the past week has increased to more than 
ten daily. Ship imspection is being 
carried out in an orderly manner, with 
the minimum of delay at Suez. 

The five black-listed vessels were refused 
port facilities, including water, but were 
allowed to proceed. It was not known 
whether they were bound for Israel, but 
all had sufficient supplies to make their 
next port of call. 

Egypt's black list is kept secret, and 
no ship knows she js on the list until 
she actually calls at an Egyptian port, 
where she may be refused port facilities. 


About 40 ships are still on the black list.

In the United States, he said, the Centre 
of Israeli Studies attached to Colombia 
University’s School of Foreign Affairs 
had completed its first year. mong the 
100 post-graduate students who took part 
in its course, which included the Hebrew 
language, Jewish history. the 
economic, political, and legislative siruc- 
ture of Israel, were seven non-Jews, all 
of them Arabs. There was good reason 
to believe that the Egyptian, Lebanese, 
and other Arab Governments had paid 
the tuition fees, he said.
